caused a great outburst of protest. in 
Endgland, 

The case for the public fs strongly put 
by Sir Robert Hunter, who says: 

“Of all monuments and ruins in the 
British isles Stonehenge is the most: fa- 
mous. It has been an object of pilgri- 
mage to the historian and antiquarian 
for centuries; it has been the subject 
of more than 900 books and pamphiets; 
no one misses an opportunity of visit- 
ing it; and its namé is familiar to hun- 
brie <: of thousands who have never seen 

Throughout the ages it has stood 
i. Rittary and mysterious grandeur on 
the bare open’ dOwns—we were about to 
say ‘of Wiltshire,’ but Wiltshire is a 
creation of yesterday compared with 
Stonehenge. Not far from Stonehenge 
are the remsykable earthworks which 
mark the sit of the city of Old Sarum— 
in Roman-British times a prosperous, 
important center of life and business, 
but so long deserted, that it is difficult 
now to distinguish the few remaining 
fragments of ‘mighty buildings from un- 
worked wWatural stone. Old Sarum has 
been sucteeded by new Salisbury, and 
the cathedral of new Salisbury is ven- 
erable from age. Yet Stonehenge was 
already ancient before the first stone of 
Old Sarum was laid: its weird circlgs 
must have excited the amazement of 
those far-off builders as they excite our 
amazement at the present day. If Cae- 
sar had penetrated to the western downs 
he might have surprised Druid priests 
engaged in mysterious rites among the 
great trilithons, or he might have found 
a monument which had already outlived 
its first purpose, but which was regarded 
by the surrounding people with super- 
stitious awe. 

“And throughout all these ages Stone- 
henge has been substantially unchanged. 
From time to time stones have fallen 
and a certain disorder, the most eloquent 
and convincing evidence of antiquity, has 
arisen. But so superficial has been the 
ruin, and so simple is the structure of

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the great monument, that no difficdity | 
has ever been experienced’ in reconstruct- 
ing the temple as it existed on the day 
of its completion. The mediaeval abdey 
or castle has usually suffered from the 
ulitarian depredations of its neighbors. 
But, whether from the size of the mono- 
liths or from-the reverence which its 
antiquity and loneliness have command- 
ed, Stonehenge has been spared by neigh- 
boring builders. Open to a vast expanse 
}of down, unprotected by fence or ditch 
save by its own earth vallum, Stone- 
‘nénge has stood from generation to gen- 
eration. It has been reserved for thé 
professed antiquary of the twentieth .cen- 
tury to mar its remoteness and grandeur 
by a petty wire fence and a toll-taker’s 
box, and to desecrate the gray ruin by 
the association of a Barnum’s show. 
“Tt is this legacy of the twilight of the 
world which Justice Farwell has pro- 
nounced to be lawfully closed to the na- 
tion at the will of an individual landown- 
er. It seems strange that Stonehenge was 


ever allowed to pass into private hands, 


Or that when modern interest was awak- 
ened in it steps were not taken to vest it 
in some public body. As a matter of 
fact, the land: on which it stands has in 
modern times passed from hand to hand 
as part of a large estate, and no one has 
troubled about the ownership of Stone- 
henge because successive owners have a!- 
lowed the nation aBsolutely free access to 
it at all times. The father of the present 
awner was "so deeply impressed by the 
sacredness of the trust which he held for 
the nation that he would not allow Stone. 
henge to be touched even for purposes 
of restoration or discovery, and laughed 
at the sugigestion that he should protect 
the monument against the public by the 
presence of a policeman. The present 
owner has offered to séll Stonehenge to 
the nation, first (with the bare owner- 
ship of a large tract of downland) for 
£125,000, and later for £650,000. 
“Meantime he has thought it necessary 
for the safety of the monument—which 
has weathered more than thirty centur- 


ies—to enclose it with a barbed wire fence

“Justice Farwell holds that the public 
have no right of access to Stonehenge. 
The. fact that they have.used the ways 
now obstructed for centurles establishes, 
in his opinion.~ no legal right of way. In 
effect, he declares that there cannot be 
| a public right of way to a place which 
is not itself a public place. The legal 
subtleties affecting rights of way cannot 
be usefully discussed in these columns. 
It is sufficient to point out that, if the 
law is correctly expounded and applied 
in the recent ‘case, all ways uséd for 
purposes of pleasure or interest, and not 
actually controlled by a public authority 
—Ways to mountain tops and to points 
of view, walks by the cliff-edge, ways to 
the seashore where there is no definite 
public landing place—are in jeopardy. 
There will be a general feeling that there 
should be no acquiescence in this view 
until -it has been confirmed by the high- 
est authority; and that if the law should 
be as Justice Farwell thinks, no time 
Should be lost in altering it.

After Mr. Norton had quegified for the 
ministry he and his newly-married wife 
left Sedbergh and went to live at Bices- 
ter, In Oxfordshire. Here a Miss Dora 
Mary Prentice lived, and she attended 
Mr. Norton’s chapel: She had been ex- 
pelled from another society owing to 
some scandal, and Mr. Norton asked his 
wife to be kind to the girl, and to en- 
courage her in the good resolutions she 
had made. Miss Prentice, having ex- 
pressed great repentance for what had 
happened, was received by Mrs. Norton 
as a friend, she visited the home of the 
Nortons, and was often seen about with 
them. 

On October 3, 1902, Mr. Norton told 
his wife that he was going to attend a 
meeting of ministers in Oxford. He left 
Bicester on that day, and did not return, 
and Miss Prentice left the town about 
the same time. On searching the house 
Mrs. Norton found that her husband had 
taken away with him the greater part 
of his clothing, £15 which he had re- 
céived as stipend, and a further sum of 
£10, leaving only 4s in the house. He 
had taken also the tools he used in the 
painting trade. 

Later it was discovered that Mr. Nor- 
ton was living In New York with Miss 
Prentice, He wrote to the Rev. J. A. 
Mitchell and to another gentleman. In 
one letter he said: “I have left Bicester 
never to return. Unthinkable as it may 
bé to you, the causé of this conduct of 
mine is an unhappy marriage. Some 
time ago ss Prentice came to be unto 
me what Mrs. Norton ought*to have 
been. . . . We have decided to spend 
the rest of our days together.’’ 

In the second letter he wrote: “Since 
my marriage I have been very unhappy, 
and my work has become an intolerable 
burden to me. I have come to the con- 
clusion that.

It fs a 
curious fact that many years ago this 
same canal was alleged to have furnish- 
ed irrefutable evidence that. the worid is 
a sphere. The experimént on that occa- 
sion was conducted by Professor Alfred 
Russel Wallace, and Huxfey in his ' «nys- 
lography,” thus refers to it: “A con- 
vincing experiment to prove the rotund- 
ity of the earth was made by Mr. Wal- 
lace in 1870 In the Bedford level. Three 
signals, each 13 feet 4 inches above the 
watre level, were erected at a distance 
of 3 miles apart. On looking through 
a telescope. adjusted in such a manner 
that the line touched the tops of the 
first and last poles, it was found taat 
the middle signal was upward of 8 feet 
above the line. This rise was, of course, 
due to the convexity of the earth's sur- 


face.”’ 
The Earth Is Fiat. 


There does not seem to be any way of 
reconciling observations yielding such 
contradictory results. Meunwhile Lady 
Blount maintains that her photographs, 
witnesses that are mot susceptible of 
bribery or, bias, prove that the earth fs 
flat.

According to the scheme which has just 
been adopted, a payment of 25 cente is 
to be made to the first person who shall 
notify the birth of a child to the medical 
officer. ‘within forty-eight hours of the 
event. Then the machinery is to be set 
in motion, which will give the little 
stranger the best chance of surviving and 
waxing strong and vigorous, The medi- 
cal officer will send to the mother print- 
ed directions as to the best methods of 
raising babies. Feminine health visitors 
speciafiy appointed for the purpose will 
call at each house in the poor districts, 
where births are reported, and supple- 
ment the advice thus given with prac- 
tical instruction. They will make fre- 
quent calls to see that the babies are 
receiving proper care. Pure milk will 
be supplied by the municipality. 

But perhaps the most important feature 
of the scheme is to be the establishment 
of a day nursery, where babes of moth- 
ers who have to work in the mills or 
elsewhere will receive the best of at- 
tention and the most wholesome food. 
For twelve months this will be experi- 
mental, but if the results in any way 
approximate the sanguine expectations 
of the advocates of this new elvic de 
parture, proposals are to be submitted 
for making municipal day nurseries per- 
manent institutions in Huddersfield. Of 
course, the scheme will be severely criti- 
cized as tending to diminish individual 
Independnce and responsibility, encourage 
parental recklessness and burden the 
state with matters that belong to the 
domain of private family life. It will 
be called socialism in disguise, and many 
jokes will be gnade about muniicpal leg- 
islators assuming the functions of nurses.

Under the conditions of Chinese adminis- 
tration, no’ fund could be raised to pay 
such compensation, and to attempt an 
expropriation without payment would 
produce utter chaos in the land, for the 
less land a Chinaman has the tighter he 
holds on to it. 

So it has naturally fallen out that the 
most common method of going from 
Place ‘to place in China, when you are 
off the lines of the gréat rivers or canals 
is to walk along the !2 to 15 inches of 
embankment which separates one rice 
field from another. 


Bad Government Also to Blame. 

But behind -this eause for the general 
absence of broad roads in China is an- 
other and perhaps a more fundamentai 
one. 

China has always enjoyed the distinc- 
tion of being one of the woret governed 
countries in the world. Insofar as any 
government exists in the country dis- 
tricts, it is corrupt, Inefficient and op- 
pressive.

fanal? 

More than 1,000 Americans are already 
empidyed here, and when the construction 
is well under way we shall need five times 
that number. Of these |,CWO will be tech- 
nical and clerical men, such ag engineers, 
Graftsmen and clerks, while 4,000 will be 
@killed mechanics. These must come from 
the United States and they will const!- 
tute the créam of the labor on the Iisth- 
mus. They will receive the highest 
Wagee and will be paid from 265 to 60 
per cent more than similar men working 
at home. 

In addition there will be about 15,000 
common iaborers, made up of Jamal- 
cans, Colombians, Porto Ricans and pos. 
sibly of Japanese, Chinese and East In- 
dians. They will form the raw muscle 
to be used in the canal construction. 
That is bound to come from the tropics, 
the brains and ekill will be furnished 
by the United States. 

Silver and Gold Men. 

Uncle Sam has already recognized this 
distinction. The men are classed on his 
pay roll as silver men and gold men. 
Raw muscle is paid in silver; brains and 
pkilj get their money in gold. Silver 
liere is worth just one-half what gold is 
worth; so that the silver wages must 
be multfplied by two to emia] the gold 
wages. The silver pay now ranges from 
i6 cents an hour upward. A native 
workman gets $!.50 silver for !0 hours’ 
work, or 75 cents gold a day.

canal. He found the governor of the 
island averse to losing that number of 
men. The governor said that Jamaica 
was already drained of its mechanics and 
laborers and that this would result in 
the government having to support many 
parishes throughout the island, Even now 
East Indians are imported by Jamaicans 
to work their plantations and to aid in 
the shipment of fruit. The Jaitmagans 
are not as industrious or thrifty as the 
Chinese, and they cannot be so easily 
handied. There is a strong desire on the 
part of the officials to employ Asiatic 
labor if it can be done in accordance with 
the laws of the United States. 


American Mechanics at Panama. 

The mechanics who have-come here 
from the United States and have been 
willing to rough it have done well, and 
they are likely to do better. They are | 
paid about the same and, in some cases, 
a littl more than at home; but the 
climate is such that they can get in many 
more days per month or year than in the 
United States, and on this basis wages 
are higher. Biacksmiths, boilermakers,

He went back home. 

Many oft he kickers object to the ten- 


fied in their contracts with the commus. 
and others want an increase of 
wages upon their arrival. One plumber, 
for instance, demanded $125 per’ month 
before going to work. He was told that 
if he could show that he ‘could earn 
$125 ne would get it, but not before. 
This man, before he left Washington, 
had contracted for $100 a month, and as 
yet had not done @ day’s work. 

I find that the salaries ‘here are rap- 
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idjy increased in proportion to merit. 
I have in ming a painter who came down 
a few months ago at $75. He was close: 
ly’. watched and tt was seen that he 
could. handle men. At the end of the 
first month ‘his salary was raised to $100 
and he is now getting $125. This has 
been so in many cases. 
Some Union Matters. 

Mechanics who come here must not ex- 
pect the same labor conditions they have 
had in the United States. They must be 
willing to turn their hand to anything 
and «the foremen must expect to use 
tools, if necessafy. I talked the other 
day with Mr. Stackelburg, who haé 
charge of the plumbing of the zone. He 
says that many of his American plumb. 
ers, receiving $4.80 per day. recently ob- 
jected to using tools, saying they had 
been hired as boss plumbers only. Said 
he: 

“I told them we would have to do 
everything we could to get the work 
done and that I had worked with tools 
myself during the first three months of 
my stay. As I said this they replied: 
_“"Go away! What are you giving us! 
You look like a dry goods cleric!’ 

“ Well,’ I said, ‘How I look now makee 
fod ffferencé. I tell you I used tovls 
evéry day during that time. Using tools 
ig a part of the trade of a plumber. I 
expect to use them whenever ft is neces- 
sary, atid’ I expect you men ta use them 
now that it is neceseary:’ After that I 
bad: no further 

It is the same with boss carpenters and 
boss. mechanics of all kinds. Those who 
come here are expested tp do what they 
are ordered, and they cannot draw the 
line ae to théfr work as they do in the 
United States. The only men who are 
absolutely independént in this respect are 
tle steam shovel men and the crane 
men, kho work under ‘en ironclad agree- 
ent with their union and who receive 
from 3135 to $175 per month. I under- 
stand these men. have a representative 
in Washington, through whom they deal 
as to their work. 

As to hours, the ten-hour day ts a 
necessity here,- and it tk ‘a question 
whether it can be changed as far as 
mechanical labor is concerned. If eight 
hours are given to certain classes of 
American mechanks, # will be with a 
provision as to overtime; and the men 
will have to work the ten hours in order 
to not disarrange the native labor. 
When the construction o the canal is 
in fell swing taere may be three shifts 
ef eight hours each day, the work going 
en by means of electricity all night 
through. 

Some mechanics tell me that $3 a day 
in the United States is as good as $4 50 
a day at Panama. I doubt this. The 
mechanics have their quarters furnished, 
and, through the new commissary ar- 
rangements, HNving will be better and 
cheaper. It will be well, however, for 
all to make fixed contrdcts as to their 
waxes before coming to Panama. Guvod 
men will be in steady demand and waxscs 
will be increased in proportion to effi- 
ciency and skill. The best mechanic 
will always command the highest wages, 
but the poor workman is liable to ve 
graded according to what he actually 
does. and that without regard to the 
union rules of the United States. 


Chances for Engineers at Panama. 

The engineering corps at Panama is 
bound to be a high priced one. The 
head of the commission, Mr. Shonts, 
gets $30,000 a year: the chief engineer, 
Mr. Wallace, $25,000, and the governor 
of the canal zone, $17,500. The subor- 
dinate engineers are now receiving some- 
thing like $3,000, and less, the young en- 
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gineer, just ou of college, getting «a 
Salary not higher than that of the aver- 
age government clerk. Such men, how- 
ever, have great opportunities for ad- 
vancement. The fact that they are em- 
ployed upon the canal is a credit to them. 
and those who do weil here will become 
famous as specialists the world over. 
Said one of the chief engineers to me 
the other night: 

“For the next ten years the whole 


world will be watching the isthmus, and 
no man’s work can be hidden under a 
bushel, Ff one makes a reputation at 
Panama, he can cOmmand his own sal- 
ary anywhere; and, besides, the oppor- 
tunities for development, for the bring- 
ing out of vharacter and making men, 
are nowhere so great. We engineers have 
to take things in the rough. We are 
working with all sorts of materials, and 
we have to invent new processes at 
every step. It is safe to say that scores 
of men who are now employed here as 
engineers will within the next five years 
be known in their profession all over the 
world; whereas, they would not have ad- 
vancéd had they remained in the United 
States.’’ 
Government Clerks. 

Among the worst kickers at Panama 
have been the government clerks. During 
the winter great dissatisfaction prevailed, 
and in the height of the yellow fever sea- 
son, had there been free transportation 
home, Uncle Sam would have lost three- 
fourths of his employees. Conditions are 
better now, salaries have been advanced 
in many cases and there is a much bet- 
ter spirit among the men. Our clerks 
are of a superior class. They are above 
the average in intelligence, and, 1 might 
say, culture, but it seems to me they 
are below the average of sturdy Ameri- 
canism in endurance, ambition and stick- 
to-itiveness. Most of them come from 
cities where they have been accustomed 
to all sorts of luxuries, and a large 
number are from the government mills 
at Washington, which Invariably grind 
the ambition out of a man and make him 
a constitutiona] kicker. Many of them 
are soft and puttylike. They came down 
here for a good time and the trip, and 
they have been scared by diseases and a 
little hardship. Hence the dissatisfac- 
tion. 

Panama No Paradise. 

As far as I can learn many of the clerks 
came to the isthmus under false repre- 
sentations. The recruiting officers of the 
old commission painted Panama as a par- 
adise. They told the clerks they would 
tee given lyxurious furnished quarters 
amid the cocoanut trees and other beau- 
ties of the tropics; that pleasure would be 
plenty and living cheap. When the men 
came they found everything in a pre- 
paratory stage. Two or three clerks 
had to sleep in one room, and in some 
cases the furniture was scarce. They 
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found board higher than they had expect- 
ed, and it cost them $6 per week for their 
eating. There were no street car lnes 
and cab fares were i0 cents a trip. 

As to pleasure, there was nothing but 
a bull fight on Sunday or a walk alone 
on the Panama wall. There were plen- 
ty of girls, but they were of all colors 
except white, and those of the cream 
or choolate varieties could not be court- 
ed except standing on the street corner 
with the maiden in an iron balcony far 
overhead. One pretty American boy of 
i8 plaintively remarked to mre that he 
did not dare to look at a girl more than 
three times before ner father came around 
and asked his intentions; and as for see- 
ing a fair, blue-blooded Panaman outside 
the presence of her whole family from 
the infant in arms to the gray-haired 
grandmother in glasses, it was absolutely 
impossible. 

A Good Place for Young Men. 

And still Panama is a good piace for the 
young man who is willing to rough it 
and who wants to make the most of him- 
self. The wages are high and advance- 
ment, for good men, is rapid. I know 
many clerks who came here at 875 per 
month who are now getting $100 and 
even $!25 or $150 per month. The aver- 
age monthly salary of such men is about 
$112. Good men here can easily show 
what they can do; and the salaries are 
advanced in proportion to the work. As 
to health, the isthmus has few more 
dangers than the United States, and 
in many respects the climate is better. 
There is almost no grip nor pneumonia, 
and, with a six-weeks’ vacation—which 
is granted with full pay--the man who 
is careful ought to keep well. 

As to expenses, board is now higher 
than in the United States, but furnished 
rooms are given the clerks, and the young 
Man who wants to save can do so. The 
trouble with many of Uncle Sam's young 
employees is that they have extravagant 
habitefi One, for instance, gave me the 
fottowing as his monthly expenses: Table 
board, $25; laundry, $5; room cleaning 
and bed making, $5; riding to and from 
office at 10 cents a trip, $6; horseback 
rides on Sunday, twice a month, at $4, $8; 
total, $49. This young man is just start- 
ing life. He gets a salary of $125 a 
month, and in addition te the above ex- 
penses, says that seven hours’ work is 
too much. His office hours are from 8 
to 12 a. m. and from 2 to 5 p. m. 

I told this clerk that if he were anxious 
to save and make his way, it would not 
hurt him to walk the distance of less 
than a mile from his quarters to the ad- 
ministration building and save $6 thereby; 
and that he might be an additional $5 
ahead if he cleaned his Own room and 

e his own Ded. I also spoke of the

This question may be surprising, and 
before unheard of, yet Professor Ran- 
dolph (Milbourne, the female impersonator, 
of this city, expects -soon to become a 
full-fledged woman, and is a firm bellever 
in the transformation of the sexes in 
certain cases, his being among the num- 
ber. He asserts that for some time he 
has been undergoing a transformation 
from masculinity to femininity, and that 
nature is working in him a great change, 
whieh. he says, even the doctors do not 
understand, 

The case of Randolph Milbourne ts 
truly a pecullar and unusual one. From 
his earliest boyhood days he has had an 
inordinate desire to be a female, and to 
-dress, live and act as a woman. His 
mother said that wheh he grew to be a 
large boy she was compelled to take 
his childish dresses off and make him 
wear pantaloons and coat as other boys, 
but when she did so he screamed and 
jumped in a frantic manner, and ever 
gince that time he has worn female at- 
tire whenever he could get an oppor- 
tunity. For ten years he has been a 
constant wearer of a wonyan’s corset, and 
about his home for years he has dressed 
in female attire a great deal of the time, 
even to the dainty shoes and more elab- 
orate hose. A stranger, stepping into 
his home on East Murket street, would 
mot suspect that anybody but a woman 
eccupied those appartments. In his 
trunks and suspended from the hooks in 
his wardrobes are the lace-trimmed gar- 
ments, richly plumed hats, skiris, shirt 
waists with up-to-date blouses, cloaks, 
ribbons, lace lhandkerchiefs, etc. 
powder, beautifying preparations and 
curling trons are included in the dress- 
ing outfit of this man or woman, which- 
ever he is. 

For several years he has occasionally 
taken evening strolls in the vicinity of 
his home attired in one of his many fe- 
male costumes, but 
ne venture up town, in broad daylight, 
dressed in female garb. The police were 
notified and he was placed under arrest 
and taken before the mayor. He was re- 
leased, however, but notified by his honor 
that if he again appeared on the streets 
dressed as a woman he would be fined. 
He has not violated the order of the 
mayor, but is considering the matter of

for decades has worn upon the streets of 


large cities the complete garb of a man. 
For many years Dr. Walker was a fa- 
miliar figure upon the streets of Wash- 
ington, D. C., and she has become the 
pest known of America’s ecceritric char- 
acters. Dressed in trousers, a Prince Al- 
bert coat and silk tile hat, she nas al- 
ways attracted attention wherever she 
has gone. 

A few days ago Professor Milbourne 
wrote to Dr. Walker regarding the legal 
phase of a man appearing upon the 
streets dressed as a woman, and he (or 
she) received the following letter from 
the doctor: 

“Professor Milbourne—Sir: Yours has 
been received. If you wear a beard on 
your face and .a badge, with your full 
name on the same, you are not ‘dressed in 
disguise." It is the attempt to disguise 
sex that the law has to deal with. Cath- 
olic priests wear long robes and are not 


arrested.”’ 

Inclosed in the doctor's letter was a pic- 
ture of herself in male dress. 

Dr. Walker has had much experience in 
the courts, growing out of her determina- 
tion to wear male attire, but she plead 
her own case and won out. She claims 
that she wears trousers because they are 
more common-sense and healthful, not 
only in the sick room, but on the public 
thoroughfares, where the sweeping skirts 
of the women stir up the dust and 
gather up the mud, always laden with 
microbes and disease.

The men who finance them are 
neither hasty, shallow nor specula 
tive in their motives. They are not 
inspired by emotions or romance. 
If they invest their capital in 
a given enterprise, it is only after 
they have studied for themselves 
every phase of the problem, and ar- 
rived at the final conviction that the 
development of the country about to 
be penetrated will return’ substantial 
dividends on the investment. That is 
why the planting of millions of dol- 
lars in southern railway construction 
is an indication that the coolest-head- 
ed set of capitalists in the country 
have picked the south as a winner 
in the great American futurity indus- 
trial handicap. 

Nor is there any likelihood that 
this swelling volume of construction 
will diminish at an early date. The 
men who decree railroads are looking, 
into the future with critical analysis, 
and they are not slow in recognizing 
that the completion of the Panama 
canal will exert a vast quickening 
influence on southern industry. The 
New York Times admirably states 
this phase as follows: 

Alert-minded men in the south are al- 
ready studying the effect upon the south. 
ern half of the union, and particularly 


upon the gulf states, of the opening of |” 


the Panama canal. That event seems a 
long way off, but not too far off to be 
reckoned with. Almost inevitably the 
creation of this new waterway, shorten- 
ing by thousands of miles the sea route 
to the west coast of South America, to 
our-own Pacific coast, and to the mar- 
kets of Asia, must build up an export 
trade of much greater volume than that 
which now exists. The great railroad 
systems of the central west will natura!- 
ly seek southern extensions and gulf 
port terminals to secure their share of 
the new trade. Some of the systems 
already have terminal facilities on the 
gulf. It is not too early to be thinking 
about these matters, and when the canal 
shall actually be begun the plans of the 
railroads will quickly take definite shape. 

As The Times says, “it is not too 
early” to begin preparations for the 
demands and the opportunities of 
that day. We are fortunate in that 
the several years intervening before 
the opening of the cana] to traffic will 
serve as a preparatory period, so 
that when the day arrives it will not 
find us unready.

’ MAKES APPEAL TO GEORGI

N reply to the address of the Geor- 
| gia Industrial Association, recently 

published, the members of the Geor- 
gia child labor committee have issued 
the following “appeal to the humanity 
of the Georgia people:” 

The Georgia Industrial Association 
published an address on May 5 on the 
subject of child labor legislation, In 
that address, they invite a ‘‘candid, full 
and open discussion of the facts” 

in accepting the invitation, we shall 
hot feel it necessary to deny that we 
ere “agitators.” ‘“‘demagogues’”’ or “‘de- 
signing politicians,” or any other of the 
reprehensible creatures denounced by the 
eddreas in question. Such expressions 
seem to be so generally employed by 
disputants on public questions, either to 
discredit the motives of their adversaries 
or to make their own language pictur- 
esque and emphatic, that we hardly think 
it calle for comment, even when con- 
sliituting a large part of the warp and 
woof of what professes to be a calm 
“appeal to the eonservative interests and 
acund pudgment of the substantial peo- 
phe of Georgia.’’ 


e association tells us that no leg- 


isiation is necessary to restrain the mills | 


frem employing too young children, or 
ctherwise to safeguard the prenien, Yor 
the very simple reason that thev have 
already voluntarily adopted adequate 
regulations by agreement, and they in- 
vite criticiam of their rules and citation 
cf any case where the rules aro vio- 
lated. . 

Refore accepting the invitation to crit- 
icise the rules, we answer the invita- 
tion as to their violation. The testi- 
mony its conflicting on this subject. We 
believe that there are many mills not 
parties to the agreement, and that it Is 
frequently violated by ‘some of those 
who are. In response, therefore, to the 
challenge of the mills, we ask them, first, 
Will they permit us adequate opportunity 
ts» obtain information and inform us 
what mills are consenting to the agree- 
ment? Second, Will they consent, if 
we prove that the agreement is not kept, 
te cease their opposition to the enact- 
ment of an effective law that will have 
t» be kept? 

Now. aa to the rules themselves: As 
the association does not pwblish them 
with the address, we pirnt them here- 


Ww $ 

Rule |. “One week's work shall not ex- 
oced sixty-six hours.”’ That is to say: 
Little children shall not be required to 
work more than twelve hours a day for 
five days in the week, and six hours on 
Saturday. No “agitator,” ‘“‘demagogue” 
oe “designing politician’’ can add any 
criticism to this rule. On its face, it 
suggests as much condemnation as wo 
can express. Against it, In the case of 
little children, we “ prea! to the con- 
servative interests and sound judgment 
of the substantial people of Georgia "’ 
The second rule of which the factories 
bacst is as follows: “That no child 
less than twelve years old shall be al- 
lewed to work there at all, unless such 
chil€ has a widowed mother or physi- 
cally disabled parents, who are depend- 
ent for support upon the labor of such 
cl:ild; or, unless such child can read 
and write: or, unless such child at- 
tends school for four months in each 
calendar year; and, provided further, 
that no child under ten years of age 
shall be permitted to work fn any such 
mill or factory under any  circum- 
stances.”” This rule permits !2-vear-old 
children to be worked twelve hours a 
day in the Georgia factories for the 
profit of the owners. No other manu- 
facturing state in America or Europe 
permits such a thing—Spain, whose laws 
en the subject are considered the worst 
in Europe, permits 10-year-old children 
to do some work, but forbids any chil- 
dren under fourteen to be worked more 
than eight hours. The exception as to 
four months’ attendance upon school is 
so worded as to make eligible for fac- 
tury work more children than it ex- 
oludes. The other manufacturing states 
of thé south, Alabama and the Caro- 
lmas, fix a minimum age limit of twelve 
years. Most of the states fix fourteen 
as a minimum in all cases an& sixteen 
m the case of illiterates. This rule of 
the Georgia factories forbidding children 
under twelve years to work, unless they 
c¢A read and write or have attended 
schoo] four months, seems to us to fix 
a penalty upon education, considering the 
low age limit of ten at which they are 
allowed to work under either of these 
conditions. In view of the testimony of 
medical men on the subject, it gives a 
rew significance to the proposition that 
*“a little learning is a dangerous thing.” 
In response to the invitation of the 
manufacturers themselves for dispassion- 
ate criticlem of their rules, we suggest 
that, even if it could be shown that the 
rules are observed, they are not ade- 
quate to meet the evil complained of. 
These rules were adopted to anticipate 
and thus prevent the enactment of leg- 
fsiation. The very fact of their adop- 
tion .fg@ an admission by the manufac- 
turers that severe work by young chil- 
dren should be forbidden tn some ef- 
fective way. This being admitted, we 
irsist that twelve hours a day is severe 
work, no matter how light In itself, and 
that any boy or girl under fourteen is 
a young child, and should no put to 
a grown man’s work for a gro an's 
day. The consensus of human opinion 
bas so decreed. Georgia and Oklahoma 
Jone have no legislation on this sub- 
fect, and as Oklahoma is not a man- 
rfacturing state. we may say that Geor- 
gia ts apparently less solicitous for the 
welfare of her children than any other 
ctvflized state in the world. 

The mil! men declare in their address 
that because Georgia mills are close to 
the cotton fields and lang ts cheap, the 
enstern mills have inspired this move- 
ment in order to ores competition. 
There is no warrant for this charge. 
We do, each of us, solemnivy declare 
trat we are not animated by any pur- 
pose to hurt the Georgia mills, but 
that our sole purpose is to accomplish a 
humane reform in the interest of help- 
less children, a reform which we believe 
to be necesary for the honor and wel- 
fare of the state. 

So far from the charge being true 
that this leeislation by Georgia is in- 
spired by New England cotton man- 
ufacturers, we declare that a large pro- 


portion of the Georgia cotton mills are) 


owned by New England people, and 
that they are opposing the legislation we 
agvocate. One of the gentlemen who 
fnublished the address to which we are

replying is himself poe a 
. principally, 


factory in Georgia, own Ys | 
if not exclusively, by New Englandé cap- | 
italists. The fact is that all the New 
England states have much more 
gent laws against the working of 
ehildren than those for which we are 


iHttle children e, they 


resent our protecting the dren of our 
people. 

We declare that the system now in 
vogue is unjust to the children because 
it stunts their mental, moral and phy- 
sical growth. Wo prudent man would 
work a young colt all day to a piow, 
cr any other way than for training and; 
exercise. Because of the consequences of 
too much early toil, it is most unwise 
for the state to permit conditions which 
heve a tendency to breed a race of 
undersized and uneducated people. In 
the face of these two considerations, we 
do not feel that the financial interests 
of the factories should be allowed to 
dissuade us from the enactment of legis- 
lution designed to remedy the evil. 

Nor is it true that this legislation can 
in any way injuriously affect farm lIa- 
bor. It {ts true that children work on 
the farm@ and that out of this work 
j have been produced many great men. 
| But farm work is healthfu) and in the 
open air, ang a child on a farm only 
| dces a child's work. Under the factory 
| system, it is common for men of indo- 
lent tendencies to abandon farm jabor 
and take their children to the factories, 
there to spend their time in idleness, 
requiring their children to support 
them. 

These conditions can not be endured. 
The people of Georgia can not look with 
irdifference upon a system which is 
obliged to produce stunted bodies and 
dwarfed minds and souls. No mill man 
eculd contemplate with equanimity such 
cenditions for his own children. If 
other parents, of less information and 
less conscience, can make such sacrifices, 
the employers should not permit tt. We 
think the existing voluntary agreement 
ac concedes, but we do. not beileve it 
goes far enough, and we are confi- 
dent that it is not only violated in 
many cases, but, in the nature ofF 
things, can not possibly be enforced in 
adequate measure. It follows, therefore, 
that the state should enact a sufficient 
rule and provide the means.for its en- 
fcrcement. 

This committee is unwilling to speak 
ctherwise than in considerate and _ re- 
snectful terms of the mill owners. Many 
ef them are known to us personally to 
te men of high character and benevo- 
int disposition. We regret to differ 
from them, and should be pleased to 
have their cooperation in securing a law 
that shall properly protect the children

Georgia's capital is an appropriate 0C- 
casion to emphasize a relation the south 
sustains to the development of the coun- 
try, which has been discussed in the 
press and otherwise only ina casual 
manner. So far as discussed it has been 
almost entirely in the future, upon com- 
pletion of the Panama canal, viz., in re- 
gard to southern ports, their number, 
their advantages and their relation to 
foreign commerce. 

We will exclude from consideration 
the Pacific slope and its ports largely 
dependant on the commerce of the Pa- 
cific ocean. Upon our gulf and Atlantic 
coasts there are but eighteen deep water 
ports with depths docks to the sea of 
26 feet and upwards, the class of ports 
which with constant tendency to con- 
struction of deeper draft vessels to se- 
cure economy in océan freights, are 
to become most important in the con- 
sideration of the foreign commerce of 
the future. Of these twelve are upon the 
seacoast of southern states, Of the ad- 
ditional ports which will probably be 
placed in that class in the next twenty~ 
five years two-thirds are in the south. 

The advantages have already made 
remarkable changes in foreign commerce. 
In 1897 New York handled 77.9 per cent 
of the grains, flour and provisions of 
the country. That percentage has faflen 
to 36 per ‘cent with a corresponding in- 
crease in southern ports. 

The manufacturers of the country, and, 
to some extent, the manufacturers of 
the south, have devoted great attention 
to trade with Europe and the Far Kam 
and neglected ‘a trade which is so near, 
so valuable and growing so rapidly. This 
can only be accounted for upon the 
theory of commercial long-sightedness, 


ca, and the group of islands south and 
east of us has been strangely neg- 
lected. 

I venture the assertion that in a body 
of intelligent American citizens, whether 
manufacturers or otherwise, there will 
be ninety-nine who are well posted as 
to our trade with Burope and the Far 
East to one who has an adequate idea 
of the vast and growing trade at our 
doors. This trade is ours by proximity, 
ours becauso our goods suit the trade 
better than foreign goods, ours because 
we need their products. 

The total of this nearby trade with 
the world was in 1904 nearly $1!,300,- 
000,000. The United States handled less 
than $400,000,000. 

Our trade with the Chinese empire wag 
in 1904 $58,000,000; with Japan $81,000,- 
000; with Cuba, calendar year, $!11!,000,- 
000: with Mexico $90,000,000; with 
South America $66,000,000; with Central 
American states a total of $23,000,000, 

The growth of Cuban trade in seven 
years has been $86,000,000 with the 
United States; for the first three months 
of 19005 an average'of $5,000,000 per 
month over same three months for 1904, 
a gain of $27,000,000 for 1904, In fifteen 
months application of the 
treaty since December 27, 19038, a total 
increase of over 844,000,000.

‘The treasury department of Geor- 
gia has received a great many letters 
similar t® this during the past few 
months, and I would be glad to have 
you say to your readers who may have 
in their possession any bills of this kind, 
issued during the civil war, that there 
were véry Many thousands, perhaps 
millions of dollars of such bills issued 
in the prosecution of the war and for 
the maintenance of the confederate gov- 
ernment, which were barred from pay- 
ment, not alone by the fourteenth amend- 
ment of the constitution, but by the Bul- 
lock constitutionl convention of i868, 
poth of which forbid the payment of any 
indebtedness created by the state for 
the prosecution of the war.

Major Chas. and John Dunwoody, 
Editor Constitution: It is not often 
that I have the pleasute of seeing an 
Atlanta paper, my home being in the 
Rocky mountains. But happening to be 
in the east recently on a matter of busi- 
ness, 1 visited the public library, and 
seeing a file with the old Constitution 
heading, which I knew so well long years 
ago, I thought I would see if I could 
find reference to any familiar names or 
places. My old home was Roswell, which 
locality I regret to say I have been un- 
able to visit for nearly twenty-five years. 


March 3, 

Major Charlies Dunwoody, who recently 

died Dunwoody, near Roswell, and 

whom it was my pleasure to know from 

childhood up to the close of the civil 
I fully agree with the writer 
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Dunwoody was and whether or not Major 
John Dunwoody was intimately acquaint- 
ed with Jefferson Davis I do not know. 
In the next place Mr. Davis was not in 
the Battle of Manassas—see history of 
the confederate states written by himselt 
~—chapter 5, page 82. The officer who 
made the gallant charge was Francis 
L. Bartow, colonel of the Eighth Geor-| 
gia, who was commanding the brigade 
composed of the Seventh and Eighth 
Georgia regiments, who who, after re- 
covering the ground that was previously 
lost fell mortally wounded. Again the 
writer is in error regarding Major Dun- 
woody’s early military career, and herein 
is the principa] injustice of which I com- 
plain. To my personal knowledge, for 
I was present upon the occasion, he en- 
tered the service as a member of the 
Roswell Guards, a company whith was 
raised by my brother, Thomas Bdward 
King, and himself, and of which com- 
pany my brother was elected captain and 
Major Charles A. Dunwoody first Neuten- 
ant. Their services were accepted by 
the confederate government, and the 
company was assigned to the Seventh 
regiment, of which Lucius J. Gartrell, 
of your city, was coloned. In the first 
charge on thait memorable field of Ma- 
nassas my brother Thomas was shot 
down by a minnie bal] through the bone 
of his leg, just above the ankle. The 
command of the company then devolved 
upon JLieutenant Dunwoody, and his 
duties were faithfully performed, until he 
received the wound from which, up to 
the close of the war, he had never fully 
recovered—notwithstanding which he re- 
turned to the service and was eventually 
promoted to the rank of major. My 
lamented brother nevér recovered the 
use of his limb to the day of his death, 
which occurred at the battle of Chick- 
amauga. When General Johnston, in the 
course of his retreat, reached the soi) 
of Georgia, my brother, then on crutches, 
said he could stand it no longer, and 
lame as he was, he determined to do 
what he could to aid in driving the e- 
my from his native land. He ordered his 
horse, and had a body servant accom- 
pany him, to lift him on and off the sad- 
die. Arriving at the front the day be- 
fore that memorable battle, he volun- 
teered as alde on the staff of General 
Preston Smith, and did gallant service 
on that bloody fleld-he passed safely 
through the day’s fighting, and during 
the evening General Smith, Captain Don- 
aldson and he were inspecting the pick- 
ets, and by some means got out of our 
lines, and rode upon a body of the ene- 
my, who fired upon them, and the three 
fell mortally wounded by that one volley. 
This accounts for my brother not re. 
turning to his command in the Seventh 
regiment. 

Knowing the affectionate relations and 
admiration for each other existing be- 
tween Major Dunwoody and my brother, 
I-deel as if I were doing Major Dun- 
woody an act of justice, in making these 
statements, and I trust they may be ac- 
cepted in the spirit intended by the sur- 
viving friends of Major Dunwoody, and 
as a deserved tribute to two gallant spir- 
its, one of whom filled the measure of 
his country’s glory on the field of bat- 
tle, the other spared to a ripe old age, 
called to his home with hemor and repu- 
tation as bright as on the field of 186}.

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, May 20.—The New York Fi- 
nancier says this week: 

“Last week's statement of the New 
York associated banks was much more 
unfavorable than was expected, chiefly 
for the reason that there was a large 
expansion instead of the looked for con- 
traction in loans. Because of such in- 
crease in this item, the loss of cash and 
the augmentation of reserve requlre- 
ments, through increased deposits, 
surplus reserve was nearly cut in half, 
carrying it to within about $3,000,000 of 
the lowest of the year, which was ‘the 
record March 18. The increase in loans 
by $20,709,900 can be accounted for in 
no other way fhan that it was due to 
Syndicate operations, for there was al- 
most continuous liquidation in the stock 
market during the week which should 
have resulted in a large co'fraction in 
loans.

COMMISSIONERS CANNOT 
ENFORCE CIRCULAR. 305 


Savannah Merchants Claim That the 
Proposed Reduction Was Solely 
in the Interest of Atlanta, 
and, Therefore, Was 

Thiewful. ) 


Savannah, Ga., May 20.—(Special.)—To- 
day the judge in the superior court 
granted a temporary restraining order 
against the reduction in the stove rate 
from Atlanta, which was to have gone 
into effect today. 

The order was directed against all of 
the rafiroads entering Savannah and the 
railroad commissioners of the state. The 
petition was brought in the names of 
hardware merchants of the city, and the 
question of a permanent injunction will 
be argued before Judge Cann June 10, 
The petition was filed by Cann & Bar- 
row. 

The petition is brought in the name of 
the Palmer Hardware Company,.R. T. 
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H.-H, Peéples & Sons, all of Gavannab,

Contents of Petition. 


date of May 10, 1905, the railroad com- 
mission issued a circular Known as cir- 
cular 306, which circular promulgated 
certain rates on stoves, plates, furniture 
and hollow ware; that the petitioners, 
who deal in these articles in Savannah, 
ship such articles over the lines of these 
roads and that although the rates re- 
duce the sharge on these commodities 
mentioned from Atlanta, they do not 
reduce them to other places named in 
the petition; therefore, the said circular 
is solely in the interest of the shippers 
from Atlanta and is an attmept to un- 
justly discriminate in favor of the city 
of Atlanta and the shippers of that city 
against the interests of shippers of the 
city of Savannah. 

The petition alleges that the gnilroad

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IMPORTANT MEASURES 


BEFORE LEGISLATURE 


New General Assembly Meets June 28, and Will 
Have Business of Importance to Transact. 
some of the Interesting Features. 


HE coming session of the Georgia 

general assembly is little more than 

&@ month away, and already many 

of the propositions which that body will 

have to consider and determine are un- 
der general discussion. 

The general assembly will meet this 
year on Wednesday, Jifhe 28, and will 
be in session fifty days, which is the 
limit fixed by law. : : 

It begins to look as if there is no queés- 
tion about Hon. Johg4Y. Slaton, of  "- 
ton, becoming speaker of the house. All 
of the other announced candidates for 
the speakership have withdrawn from 
the field, and Mr. Slaton is now the only 
avowed candidate for that honor remain- 
ing. Mr. Slaton has proven his ability, 
not only as a legislator, but as a pre- 


siding officer, having many times been 
called upon to take the chair in the tem- 
porary absence of the speaker, or during 
sessions of the committee of the whole, 

The interesting fight before this gen- 
eral assembly will come in the race for 
the presidency of the senate, in which 
there are several avowed candidates. 
This contest is being warmly waged be- 
tween Hon. W. 8S. West, of Lowndes; 
Hon. Murphy Candler, of DeKalb; Hon, 
A. O. Blalock, of Fayette, and Hon, B. 
S. Miller, of Musocgee. The friends of 
each of these candidates are claiming 
the advantage, and it is hardly ftikely 
that anything definite will be known re- 
garding the result of the race until the 
final round up in Atlanta just before the 
legislature convenes. 

New County Legislation. 

One of the most important questions 
coming before the new general assembly 
will be the establishment of eight new 
counties in various parts of the state, 
as provided for in the recent constitu- 
tional amendment. This will bring on, 
perhaps, the hardest fight of the ses- 
sion. A joint committee from the house 
and senate will, no doubt, be appointed 
to consider all matters relating to new 
county legislation and to make its re- 
port with recommendations to the house 
and senate. But that is not likely to 
end the fight, which will be carried onto 
the floors of both bodies, and, it Is not 
unlikely, into the next session. 

The return of Hon. Joe Hill Hall, of 
Bibb, means the reappearance in the 
new legislature of some very interesting 
legislation, for the passage of which Mr. 
Hall will undoubtedly make the fight 
of his life. One of Mr. Hall’s favorite 
measures geeks to require the Southern 
Railway Company to secure a Georgia 
charter. Another is the anti-free pass 
bill, which proposes to prohibit the use 
of free railroad pasees or franks by 
members of the legislature and all state 
and county officers. This principle has 
already been applied to judges of the 
supreme court. Then, too, Mr. Halil wi, 
no duobt, make another fight for the 
passage of his measure seeking to pro- 
vide a different method for the arbitra- 
tio nof corporation tax returns, in con- 
nection with which there will doubt- 
less appear a measure, though not from 
Mr. Hall, to provide for county boards 
of tax assessors as well as @ state 
board. 

Tax and Appropriations. 

The general tax act and the general 
appropriations bill for the year 1906 and 
1907 will have to be passed, and some 
interesting developments are expected in 
connection with these important meas- 
ures. For one thing, the state university 
officials will seek to secure a specific 
levy for higher education, the taxes de- 
rived from this levy to be distribiged 
to the university and its branches. One 
of the objects of this move is to found 
a eompiete, up-to-date agricultural col- 
lege in connection with the university 
at Athens. 

Following are some of the interesting 
and important subjects upon which it 
will be sought to legislate: 

An effort will be made to extend the 
commissions of the present members of 
the governor's staff during the life of 
Governor Terrell’s second administration, 
instead of cutting the staff to twenty- 
eight members, as is required under the 
néw law. 

The legislature will be called upon to 
take some action looking to the preser- 
vation of the forty odd Georgia battle 
fiags recently returned to the state by 
the United States government. 

The general assembly will be called 
upon to consider a recommendation that 
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the taxes on personal property belonging 
to railroad corporations be distribeted 
throughout the counties, cities and towns 
through which such railroads pasa, in- 
stead of having all such taxes paid, as 
now, at the principal office of such cor- 
poration. This promises to be. one of 
the developments of the pending litiga- 
tion against the Georgia and Central of 
Georgia railroads for the collection of 
taxes of a large amount of stock in the 
Western Railway of Alabama. 
Other Interesting Matters. 

A pure-food ‘bill will be pressed. 

A harder fight than eyer before will oe 
made for the passage of a child-labor bill. 

Several amendments will be offered to 
the present fertilizer inspection laws, ons 
of which will require the grading of 
fertilizers under three or four grades, 
instead of the present severa] thousand 
different brands, which are calculated to 
confuse the purchaser. 

tr the report of the Torrens land com- 
mittee ts made, a system for the proper 
registration of land titles will be con- 
sidered. 

Several important changes will be 
recommended in the banking laws of the 
state. One of these will be to change 
the time for paying notes and drafts 
which fall due on Sunday or a legal 
holiday, so as to #iake them payable the 
day after instead of the day before such 
holiday. 

The action of the commission appoint- 
ed to burn the state’s old cancelled bonds 
and coupins, in failing to do this because 
they may be needed as important evi- 
dence in possible litigation over the 
fraudulent and outlowed bonds, will be 
another subject for consideration. 

Another effort will be made to estab- 
lish a state bureau of immigration. 

The state board of health will seek an 
extension of its powers in dealing with 
the health and sanitary’ = situation 
throughout the state.

Leonard Parker, son of M. L. Parkes, 
testified that he had not lived at his 
father’s home for over two years, but 
knew of the feeling that existed between 
Sasser and his father, and it was not 
friendly. His father treated Sasser tn a 
cold manner, and very often would not 
speak to him when he came to the house. 
The trouble between them, the young 
man said, was about his mother, ‘Mrs.

tending physicians about a week. The 
news of his critical condition elicited let- 
ters of condolence from friends all over 
the country. As an evidence of the es- 
teem in which the deceased was held, 
J. W. Thomas, Jr., general manager of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroad, made many trips from his home 
in Nashville to Atlanta to be at the bed- 
side of the pioneer engineer. 

While apoplexy was the immediate 
cause of death, the family trace the pri- 
mary cause four years back to the time 
when, as an engineer, Captain Renard 
was severely injured in a wreck between 
this city and Chattanooga, which inca- 
pacitated him for his work as engineer. 

So fond was he of the profession which 
he had followed so faithfully and con- 
stantly for over fifty years that when he 
realized the utter hopelessness of ever 
tryin gto resume his duties as engineer, 
he compietely broke down, and never re- 
gained the good health which had been 
his biessing previously. 

Renard was born in Charles- 
ton, S. C., sixty-eight years ago, and 
when a young man he moved to Atlan- 
ta. In his youth his ambition was al- 
ways to become a railroad engineer, and

GIVEN CHARTER 


Central of Georgia to Build 
New Line From Green- 
ville to Newnan. 


The Greenville and Newnan Railway 
Company was yesterday granted a char- 
ter by Secretary of State Phil Cook and 
preparations for the construction of.this 
line are already being made from Green- 
ville, in Meriwether county, to Newnan, 
in Coweta county, a distance of about 
30 miles. 

This line will be a dependent branch 
of the Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany and will in effect be an extension 
of the Columbus and Greenville railway, 
which is at present a narrow gauge line 
running from Columbus out to Green- 
ville. This latter line will be changed 
to a broad gnuge and with the new 
road will form a continuous line from 
Columbus to Newnan, where connection 
will be made with the Central's line to 
Chattanooga. 

The capital stock of the Greenville and 
Newnan will be $10,000, so it {is pre- 
sumed the construcflon will be done un- 
Ger an issue of bonds indorsed by the 
Central of Georgia. The incorporators, 
all of whom are connected with the Cen- 
tral of Georgia, are J. F. Hanson and 
8S. R. Jaques, of Macon; H. C. Cunning- 
ham, T. M. Cunningham, Jr., T. 8. 
Moise, W. A. Winburn, A. R. Lawton, 
H. W. Johnson, J. T. Johnson and H. 
M. Steele, all of Savannah. The prin- 
cipal office of the new road will be in 
Savannah. 
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PUT IN EFFECT 


But the Savannah Injunction 
May Delay It For 
Awhile. 


‘The new rates on stoves granted by 
the railroad commission from Atlanta to 
some sixty-five common points, went into 
effect yesterday, but shortly after they 
became effective agents of the railroads 
here, which also reach Savannah, were 
notified that an injunction had been se- 
cured against their in Chat- 
ham superior court, and until this is de- 
termined the new rates cannot be grant- 
ed. The injunction proceeding, which 
seems to have béen instituted by the 
Savannah-stove jobbers, is set for a hear- 
ing on June 10. 

The commission has received letters 
from practically all of the railroad Sys- 
tems of the state, announcing that they 
would put in the new stove rates yes- 
terday, but etating that they did so 
under protest, as they considered these 
rates unreasonably low. and so stated 
at the meeting at which they were con- 
siddred. 

Another stove rate circular will be is- 
sued by the commission within the next 
few days, granting reductions on stoves 
from Rome, Dalton and Rockmart, where 
there are also stove manufactories lo- 
eated. It is the object of the commission 
in making these reductions in the rate to 
bulld up Georgia manufactories, or at 
least to protect them. It is a policy 
akin to the protective tariff system. and 
it has naturally brought forth a protest 
from the jobbers of Savannah, who get 
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years of his life in the fulfillment of his 
ambition, 

Today there is hardly an engineer in 
Georgia who had not the personal ac- 
quaintance of the good old man of the 
road, and most of the engineers on the 
Western and Atlantic received their 
early training as firemen under the tu- 
torage of the deceased.

Pos- 
sessed of a model character, an infinite 
devotion for his wife and only child, 
and considerate amd kind to all with 
whom he came in contact, his death is 
mourned alike by young and old, by his 
home associates and his Susiness con- 
freres. 

Captain Renard is survived by only 
two relatives, his wife, who was Miss 
Alice Weaver, and one daughter, Mrs. 
Henry M. Wood, wife of the clerk of the 
board of county commissioners.

GROWERS ARE PRESSING 
APPEAL FOR LOWER RATES 


This is Before the Railroad Associa- 
tion and Early Action Has Been 
Promised—-Some of the Com- 
plaints Made by Peach- 
Growers. 


——— 


The special committee appointed by the 
Georgia peach growers at their meeting 
in Atlanta thig week is preparing to vist 
Chicago at an early date. The purpose 
of their visit, aa explained in the news- 
paper reports of their meeting, is :o con- 
fer with the head authorities of ihe re- 
frigerator car companies with a view to 
securing complete understanding butween 
the shippers and the car com-»anies 
which will insure a sufficient supply of 
cars to handie the Georgia crop, and 
without friction. The officials of the 
company which furnishes most if nut all 
the carg to the railroads of Georgia and 
the other southern states have siven 
every assurance of adequate acconimo- 
dations, and in order that the growers 
inay have an opportunity for more com- 
plete knowledge of the operations of the 
company, extended the invitation for 4 
representative committee of Georgia 
growers to visit the company’s heid- 
quarters ang see for themselves. 

Some weeks ago Colonel Dean, of 
Rome, in a conference with President 
Robbins, of the Armour company, sug- 
gested to Mr. Robbins that he come .n 
person to Georgia to meet with the grow- 
ers and shippers. Mr. Robbins expressed 
a desire to do so, and had expected te 
be present at the meeting in Atlania, 


but found his presence before the senate | 


committee at Washington was necessary | 
at that particular time. 
furnishes the cars used in the south, 
as Mr. Robbins explained to Mr. Dean, 
it is the desire of the company to work 
in perfect harmony with the growers of 
this section, as the interests of the suaip- 
pers and the car company are considered 
mutual, 

Dissatisfaction in North Georgia. 

In the discussion brought out by. ques- 
tions it developed at Tuesday's meeting 
that some of the growers of north Geor- 


gia had complaints over the handling of 


portions of last year’s crop. It appeared 
also that these complaints 
been carried in a proper way to the 
headquarters of the company, and that, 
in consequence, the high officials had no 
Intomation of any dissatisfaction until 
the mutter was brought up at the Ma- 
con meeting, at which resolutions bear- 
ing upon the subject were adopted. It 
developed that the growers in other 
parts of the state had practically no 
complaints. This was especially true of 
the men who had been longest interest- 
ed in peach growing, and who in conse- 
quence have had business relations with 
the car line covering a period of several 
years. Some of the north Georgia grow- 
ere were inclined to believe there had 
been favoritism shown the older grow- 
ers; but after a full interchange of 
views between the growers representing 
both sections and with the representa- 
tives of the company, this idea was 
protty effectually dispelled. It was shown 
that last year’s yield north of Atlanta 
was much in excess of the antichpations 
of the growers themselves, and that fa'l- 
ure to make proper advance estimates 
had resulted in similar trouble in the 
middle Georgia territory the year of its 
first great crop. 

Mr. Hazlehurst and others pointed out 
this fact, and disclaimed that they fe.t 
any favoritism toward the car companies 
as had been suggested by Mr. Summer. 
our and others from north Georgia; thay 
said that they had had no trouble since 
that first year, because they had learned 
better to anticipate their needs. -

oe seem rather peculiar. A press dis- 
Patch sent out from Rome a few days 
ago stated that the latest indications 
point to only a 10 per cent decrease as 
compared to last year, when the northern 
district shipped about 2,800 cars. This 
statement has brought out many dis- 
claimers from prominent growers abvut 
Rome, who say that instead of a 10 
per cent decrease, the orchards on low 
ground have been almost entirely de- 
stroyed, and the total output fer the dis- 
trict will be not over 50 per cent of last 
year, if that much. These statements 
agree with the reports furnished Mv. 
Fleming, southeastern manager of the 
Armour lines, upon which he has based 
his recent estimate of 800 cars for the 
northern Georgia district. 

Some of the trouble of last year seems 
to have been due to the efforts of indi- 
vidual shippers to secure cars other tha. 
those dcing business with the railroads 
in that section. One grower complained 
of his inability to secure Swift cars, as 
the road furnished only Armour cars. 
There was much talk of the “‘exclusive’’ 
contracts made by the railroads with the 
Mr. Felder, speaking 


some length. It is claimed that tnstead 
of the so-called exclusive contracts op2r- 
ating against the interests of the .ship- 
pers, these’ arrangements made by rall- 
roads with some particuiar car company 
are directly in the interest of the ship- 
pers, as by this means the shippers are 
absolutely assured of the necessary cars 
to carry their products to the northern 
markets. The company is bound by tts 
contract to furnish all the cars neccs- 
Sary, and failure to do so lays it liabie 
to damages. 


Strawberry Producers Fully Paid. 

The recent troubje of the strawberry 
growers in one of the sections of South 
Carolina was cited ag a-case in ones 
Through no fault of its own, the Armo.iz 
Company failed to get some two hevtnrtte 
cars back from Boston and New York in 
time to accommodate the waiting ship- 
ments, and a number of car loads rotted. 
The fault, it is claimed, was with th« 
railroad, which, owing to fogs over the 
river at New York, was unable to ship 
the cars across by the ferries. The re- 
ports of the destruction of the strawbe.- 
ries were carried by the newspapers, 
but Mr. Felder pointed out there haa 
been no reports, save in the papers 
local to the scene of damage, of the i:atcr 
developments. It was shown that im- 
mediately the disaster was reported to 
Mr. Robbins, he sent a corps of inspec. 
tors to the scene and the claims of tne 
growers were promptly paid. In short, 
the growers got as much for their crup 
as they would have received had it been 
properly marketed, the loss falling upon 
the car company. While the contracts 
Of the growers were with railroads, the 
refrigerator car people recognized quasi- 
responsibility on their part; and rather 
than make the shippers wait for tedious 
Settlement with tne railroads, ther 
claims were promptly paid by the ar- 
/mour people. Of course, whetner the 
loss will eventually fall entirely upon 
them or be shared by the railroad com- 
pany will depend upen the contract ve 
tween the two compantfes; but in any 
event, the growers come out whole. 

This was cited ag evidence of the policy 
pursued by the car companies. It was 
acknowledged, of course, that complaints 
are not infrequent; but. it was further 
Claimed that the vast majority of the 
growers. here and in other sections servy- 
ed by the company are satisfiea with tire 
service and are fearful that any change 
would be detrimental to their interests, 

Mr. Felder went at length into charges 
made against the refrigerator cars, show- 
ing that those which have figured .most 
prominently in the erusade of ci imis- 
sion men against the companies a . old, 
and do not properly apply to presei . con- 
ditions; and, further, that many of the 
charges bad fallen down completely when 
put to test in the courts. The trend 
of his argument was that growers would 
find the car company not only anxious .o 
give them the best possible service, vut 
ready at all times to redress all real 
grievances. 


Better Feeling All Around. 


There was a full and free interchange 
of ideas, the net result of which was the 
acceptance of the invitation to send a 
committee to Chicago to confer with Mr. 
Robbing and other officials of the coi. 
pany. The friction between the north 
Georgia and middie Georgia growers 
which manifested itself at the beginning 
of the meeting disappeared, and inai- 
vidual growers who had been strongest 
in their criticisms of the refrigerato: 
car service at the outset—because of 
some real or fancied grievance—expressed 
themselves as realizing more clearly than 
ever the reciprocal nature of the ex- 
clusive contracts and the desirability f 
harmony in the relations between ship- 
pers and the refrigerator car companics 
upon whose service the success of th's 
rapidly growing Georgia industry de- 
pends in so great a degree. 

The effort to secure a lower schedule 
of freight rates will be pushed by the 
committee of the Georgia Peach Growers’ 
Association as vigorously as possible. 
This is a matter between the shippers 
and fhe railroads. The transportat), 1 
committee of the association has made 
a full presentation of its case in its 
petition to the Southeastern Tariff As. 
sociation for lower rates, and Chairman 
Parrott, of that association, has assured 
the committee of an early decision.

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$0 Comptroller Thinks and In- 
creases Them by $1,215,392, 


Main Line Increased Over.a Million 
and Franchise by About $200,- 
000—No Doubt That the At- 
lantic and Birmingham Will 
Resort to Arbitration. 


The annual returns of the Atlantic and 
Birmingham Railroad Company, whose 
present line extends from Brunswick to 
Montezuma, Ga., and which Is projected 
to Birmingham, Ala., were rejected yes- 
terday by Comptroller General W. A. 
Wright, partly on the ground fhat they 
were considerably less than the combined 
returns of the component IInes which 
have been consolidated into this system. 

The principal [ncrease in the returns 
has been made in the value of the main 
track mileage. This was returned by 
the company at a total of $1,247,200, 
while the comptroller general hag assess- 
ed its valuation at $2,357,000, making 
an increase of about $1,110,000. The 
company now operates 336.8 miles in 
Georgia. 

The company returned its franchise at 
$374,304 and this the comptroller gen- 
eral has assessed at $579,269, so that 
the total assessed valuation above the 
return made by the company is $1,215,- 
392. 

It is practically assured that the com- 
pany will not assent to this assessment 
tand the matter will have to be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. It is probable 
that Commi.§ioner Joseph M. Brown, of 
the railroad commission, will be appoint- 
ed by the comptroller general to repre- 
sent the state in this hearing. 

The assessment made by the comptrol- 
ler general does not represent a net in- 
crease in the valuation of the property 
except as to the valuation of the main 
track. He has simply restored the value 
of the company’s franchise to the com- 
bined value of the franchises of the 
smaller lines, which have been taken 
into this new system. 

The return for the company was maueé 
by George Dole Wadley, vice president 
and general manager. This is the new 
railroad system of which H. M. atkin- 
son, the well known atlanta financier, 
is at the head as the representative of 
a large number of Boston and New York 
capitalists. The Atlantic and Birming- 
ham’s main line runs from Brunswick 
to Montezuma, Ga. and its main line 
and branches operate in the counties of 
Glynn, Wayne, Coffee, Ware, Appling, 
Irwin, Pierce, Wilcox, Dooly, Macon, 
Berrien, Worth, Colquitt and Thomas. 

Under the name of the Atlanta, bir- 
‘mingham and Atlantic this same line 
is projected to Birmingham, Ala., via 
LaGrange or West Point, and the work 
of construction will be begun within a 
short time.

The inquiry into the beef trust and the 
Present Standard Oil investigation are 
quoted as precedents. 

This request was made by W. F. King. 
former president of the Merchant's As- 
@ociation of this city, who has written 
the president as a policy holder in sev- 
eral companies, asking that such an in- 
Westigation be made under the interstate 
commerce law. Should that course be 
qgeemed not practicable, Mr. King asks 
the president to appoint a national com. 
mistion on the lines of the coal com- 
Mission that settled the  anthracita 
girike to make an inquiry and report. 

‘In casé the president decides that he 
has no jurisdiction,” said Mr. King to- 
day, “it is my purpose to form a com- 
mittee prior to the convening of con- 
gress in the autumn to start an agita- 
tion in every state in the union, by send- 
ang out literature to every merchant and 
manufacturing concern, to the number 
ef 151,000, having a mercantile rating of

In fact, a num- 
ber of them thave already had their com- 
mencements in that department, and 
their complete records for the season 
have passed into history.

YALE ATHLETES 


Shick Broke Record in 220 
Yard Dash Yesterday, 


The Judges May Not Allow the New 
Record to Stand—Yale Scored 
Nearly Twice as Many 
Points as Did Harv- 
ard’s Men. 


New Haven, Conn., May 20.—Yale’s 
track team won the annual dual meet 
with Harvard today. The score was: 

Yale 65 |-6; Harvard 38 5-6. In only 
one event was there anything like an 
upset. This was in the mile run, when 
Alcott, of Yale, outsprinted D. Grant, 
of Harvard, in the last quarter. 

The games were held under less favor- 
able conditions than in many years, a 
cold northwest wind Sweeping across the 
field. The wind is credited with having 
helped the sprinters to the extent of a 
broken record in the 220-yardg dash, when 
Captain Schick, of Harvard, won it in 
the final 21 2-5 seconds, which is one- 
fifth of a second better than his own 
record in these games two years azo. 

The judges did not decide that Schick’s 
performance in the final was a new 
record, and it is not likely to be allowe4 
In the !00-yard dash Schick equalled h's 
own record of 9 4-5 seconds. 

Yale’s team showed superiority in all 
the field events except the broad jump 
and the shot put.

HE joy of love endures but a mo- 
ment, the sorrow of love lasts a 


] lifetime. 


And this is the story of Trilby that we 
al] know. 

Pauvre mignon! 

Patvre cherie! 

What a wonderful inbesiae book; what 

a great enduring play—a book and a play 
Raat up of strange elements, of charm 
and of a humanness so persona] that the 
story and the drama take on a living 
grace never possessed by any other story 
or drama in the world, yet, withal this 
living grace is mingled with a mysticism 
as old as Egypt, as mysterious as the 
Sphinx. In writing of the first night of 
the Trilby revival] I feel that I am step- 
ping on art's holy ground. I have setn 
most of the big first nights in this 
country and in England during the last 
ten years. I have never known anything 
like this Trilby first night at the New 
Amsterdam. It was different from all 
the others. 

The Trilbyness of it was there, gléw- 
ing over the artists and the audience. 

Both players and people ‘threw their 
very hearts and souls into it. 

The cast was the same which made 
the great Trilby success in America some 
ten years ago, and it seemed, somehow, 
as if each artist was not acting at all, 
but as though he had stepped back into 
his own. 

It Was all love and poetry and truth 
and beauty. 

If I was shut out from this. day on, 

from al] the play houses of the earth as 
the syndicate are trying to do the 
doughty editor of Life, I should feel that 
fortune had already compensated me for 
future denial by reason of Wilton Lack- 
aye’s Svengali. I do not put any role of 
any great actor ahead of this. 
The conception of the character was 
marvellous in its force and moreover in 
tts sympathy. Svengali was no gibbering 
villain—a@ cross between Mephistopheles 
end the Merchant of Venice, and Lack- 
a@ye gives the true conception of this 
strange being, this tragedian of music, 
who lived and died’ for the sake of the 
art within him. The cruelty is all art’s 
cruelty, art’s relentlessness. This strange 
creature working out his destiny 
through hypnotism‘ seems himself the 
puppet of that higher hypnotism ‘which 
directs the orchestra of the spheres. 

In everything the does and says this is 
felt, and diabolic an instrument of fate 
as he is, there lies beneath it all the 
tragedy as well as the relentlessness of 
the artistic spirit. I have never seen 
any drama of modern life so impressed 
with the seal of fatalism. This story, 
#0 light, so delicately human, so full of 
humor and pathos of the most natural|. 
kind, has the sonorous, underlying force 
of a Greek tragedy. Love and hope fall 
futilely to garth by the hand of Destiny, 
who'fells these fair humai things with 
Svengali’s baton. Lackaye imbues the 
musictan, too, even’ in his greasy dirt 
and the. tangled mesies of his unwash- 
ed hair with the fascination which be- 
longs to an intellectual artist. ‘The au- 
dience is hypnotized by him as weil 
as poor Trilby. Every eye is glued on 
his movements, every ear alive to his 
voice, and what a wonderful voice it is, 
resonant, compelling, full of lights and 
shadows, mellow, impassioned with that 
alluring passion, not of sin, but of art. 
I fear I'm making Svengali a matinee 
god. I would have no orfe think that I 
considered him beautiful or that 1 
should want to run’ away with him, for 
he was @ greasy beastie until the third 
act, and then in his dress suit, with his 
broad showlders and wide, deep ex- 
panse of~ chest, he looked like a huge 
Cheillo inlaid with mother of peari. It’s 
funny, by the way, how often the phy- 


for Lackaye’s remarkably broad, deup 
chest and those great round gray eyes 
of hfs might have been made by nature 
for Svengali. 

It seems unfair not to give all of the 
cast as much space as Lackaye. Each 
Gne was inimitable. 

“Who in all this cquntry could have 
been go fine a Talbot Wynne, otherwise 
Taffy, a nice, big burly, kind Burr Mc- 
Intosh? 

Taffy was Burr, that's all, and John 
Glendenning as the Laird, Scotch whis- 
kers, accent and humor, left nothing to 
be desired; and William Courtney’s Lit- 
tle Billee' was the dear little tender ar- 
tistic, loving, crushed temperament of u 
little Billee that we love and want: to 
caress and marry to some nice girl who 
will keep house for hi mgenteelly and let 
him paint undisturbed. 

E. W. Morrison’s Gecko was a fine 
in its conception as Svengali. Gecko, 
the loving, dog-like Httle artist bowing 
to the will of the master, yet the artist 
lover, too, filnging devotion to his art 
aside to defend his idol. 

In the last act Leo Dieterichtein, as 
the Duc de la Rochemartel, formerly 
Zou Zou, does the most dainty and ten- 
der bit of acting in the play.

Nothing was overdone or theatric or 
unreal and to be hypnotized just easily 
and naturally, to stay in a dream to 
make an audience feel such a state of 
being that it was real, that it was all 
true, no humbug, no playing—this was 
the art of a true actress. They were all 
true. That was the beauty Of the whole 
thing. There was poetry in that first 
night. It seemed as though the real peo- 
ple who had lived and suffered and 
dreamed and died had been shaken out 
of the box again to tell us the story. 
Ah! pause, Trilby, pauvre cherie. The 
old, old story of life—none of us left to 
do what. we dream: of ag Ai - a 

e and whirled away by the win 
"ys fate’ or, worse fuck stu,’ dropped 
down in a rut and entirely forgotten. 

The latter is too unendurable a thought, 
not to be whirled, not to roll around in 
the dice box—just to sit down and rus: 
and gather moss and wrinkles and re- 
grets! 

And the women ‘oe roll around don’t 
warit to roll, and the ones who stagnate 
don’t want to stagnate. 

I've heard nomads longing for quiet 
lives, a big house with a green hedge 
around it and little woolly lambs skip- 
ping about and children frolicking with 
the lambs. Yet, on the other hand, I 
know of a woman upon whom a biini 
providence visited the infliction of seven- 
teen children, and she in her turn was 
not at all content with such an expres 
sion of partiality.

vessel with,a brain unsuited entirely to 
her body! 

Of all the women who ever lived, 
George Sand, perhaps, worked out more 
frankly than any the expression of her- 
self; but George Sand lived in Franca 
where women can and do. 

There is no record that she ever suf- 
fered the pangs she inflied but once. 
She broke De Musset’s heart, then 
Chopin's, and left the latter dying ef 
consumption, to take a trip with his 
doctor. 

But she loved a painter. I have {fo’- 
gatten his name, but he was very im- 
portant, and is still in history. 

The painter responded, apparently. She 
called one day at his studio. He was 
painting hard. He looked up at her a 
moment. 

“Go away, please,’’ he said, “I’ am very 
busy. Come again in the afternoon.” 

Now, think of that—to George sand, 
the great litterateur of her age, th 
adored of artists and politicians and 
great men generally. 

She loathed the man ever afterwards 
and naturally. 

How pleasantly and _ philosophically 
French she was, though, at the end’ 
How cheerfully she accepted the close 
of her golden days of youth and retired 
into the country. There she had a littie 
chateau and a duck pond and a pla7 
house, and children, and they had miik 
ih the meadows from nice, simple-minded 
cows, and Punch and Judy shows in 
the play house; and the dear old lady 
éat under the trees and did her knitting 
without dropping any stitches and said 
her beads!

member of the Nimety-third regimént of 
the Ohio volunteers, recites this account 
of the kindness received by him at the 
hands of confederate pickets and 6xX- 
presses a desire to hear frem “some of 
the: boys” if this recital meets their eyes. 
This is the sketch printed in ‘the last 
issue of The Lost Cause: 

“In the battle of Chickamauga, just at 
dark, on Saturday, the i9th of Septem- 
ber, 1863, my leg was broken by a mus- 
ket ball sent out by the Johnnies in 
front. This was in the woods about a 
half mile west of Jay’s Mill just as we 
were falling back. 

“A squad of confederate pickets for the 
night at this time passed me and I call- 
ed to them. They halted and asked who 
I was and what I wanted. I replied 
that I was a wounded federal soldier and 
wanted to be helped to an easier pOSi- 
ti as 1 was suffering intensely from 
4 _.oken leg. They came promptly to 
me and as gently as if I had beef one of 
their own men or a brother assisted me 
to a large tree, where I would be pro- 
tected from the fire of our own mecn.

WORD FROM A GEORGIA D. A; R. 

Let Georgia Yemember that she is 
more peculiarly *“‘weighed, numbered and 
measured” for mational zea] than any 
other state in the constellation or 13s, 
If as a nation We cannot escape the 
magic of this number, how much more 
as the thirteenth state is she under its 
significant influence. Let us catch the 
spirit of it. The numbers 13 and 17 are 
woven into our national fabric by every 
turn of the shuttle of destiny. Note a 
few examples: “After five days of tne 
tense suffering, seventeen rough men 
landed upon Plymouth Rock,” (William 
Cullen Bryant’s History of the United 
States). 

On June 1!7, 1774, the Massachusetts 
house of representatives, under the 
leadership of Samuel Adams, initiated the 
movement toward the assembling ef the 
delegates who drew up the Declaration 
of resolves of the first continental con- 
gress, October, 1774, and thirteen years 
later, on September 17, 1787, these were 
referred to the aongress of the United 
States. 

The date 1776 is made up of the digital 
values 1x7, which is 8 of a new begin- 
ning and 7x6-!13 (History and Heraldrys of 
the Great Seal, C. A. L. Totten). 

The motto, “Ammit Coeptis’’ (He hath 
prospered. our undertakings), places its 
thirteen letters above the pyramid on the 
reverse face of the great seal of the 
United States. 

The motto, ‘Novus Ordo Seclorum” (A 
new order of things), .rounds out the 
lower space of the seal with seventeen 
lettsrs in both the Latin and English 
renderings. 

Now when we find our Daughters of 
the American Revolution work. mysteri- 
ously dominated by the same numbers 
we may well stop to think and realize 
that we are an accepted item in national] 
chronology. The continental congress of 
1903 approved a memoria] letter from 
the Georgia state conference to the con- 
gress of the United States requesting 
that it pass an act to have cut a die of 
the reverse face of the great seal of the 
nation, It having been so long neglected, 
the Daughters of the American Revolu. 
tion, whose object is to rescue from 
Oblivion all historical relics, felt it due 
to public education that this most impor- 
tant instrument o e nationa] regalia 
be brought to the Kfiowledge and use of 
our law makers. 

Hence it is a little strange that we 
find the dominant numbers of the reverse 
prominent in the beginning of our con- 
tinental memorial hall. After thirteen 
years of efforts “he hath prospered our 
undertakings” (ammit caeptis, thirteen 
letters) by the dedication of a building 
upon April 17, which is a new order of 
things (seventeen letters) in woman's 
work and in the world at harge. : 

The Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, like Noah, have proven themselves

Judge Hutchins Formerly Presided 
Over the Western Circuit—Tum- 
or Appeared on Face Last 
Year, Which Acquired 


Malignant Character. 


His numerous friends and acquaint- 
ances throughout the state will regret 
to learn that Hon, Nathan L. Hutchins 
is hopelessly ill at his home at Law- 
renceville. | 

Judge Hutchins is now confined to his 
bed, but up to six or eight weeks ago 
he was going about his home, and his 
family and friends entertained some 
hope of his ultimate recovery. In the 
early part of last year a tumor ap- 
peared on his face, which quickly ac- 
quired a malignant character, and, de- 
spite the most skillful and assiduous 
medica] attention, the progress of the 
malady could not be stayed. Specialists 
were consulted, and the most. modern 
and scientific treatment possible was 
procured for the distinguished sufferer, 
but to no: avail. 

The distressing news come from his 
bedside that his physicians and nurses 
have abandoned hope of his recovery. 

Judge Hutchins has been one of the 
ablest lawyers and jurists of the south. 
He had a notable career. He rendered 
most gallant service in the war between 
the states, and became colonel of a 
noted regiment of sharpshooters. His 
command fought in many bloody bat- 
tles,. sharing {n the achievement of im- 
perishable glory for the southern arms. 
With the same coolness and steadiness 
of nerve with which he led his regiment 
into battle, Judge Hutchings has faced 
the advance of the dread enemy to which 
he must soon surrender. 

In peace, as well as in war, he has 
achieved victories... During the early 
seventies he was an able member of the 
general assembly of Georgia, and Gwin- 
nett county never had a truer represen- 
tative. But it was his service on the 
bench of the superior court that bas 
given the crowning distinction to his pub- 
lic life. For sixteen years he held the 
scales of justice in his. unstained hands, 
and he divided rights between litigants, 
and administered justice, in a manner so 
impartial, so able, and so tempeted with 
justice, -as_ to evoke the commendation 
of his fellow citizens of every class and 
walk of life. At times his friends and 
admirers. encouraged him to aspire to 
the supreme bench of the state, but He 
never sought the honor, although quali- 
fied, in every way to adorn the highest 
office of the judiciary. 

Judge Hutchins’ home life hag been a 
very beautiful one. The sweet compan- 
fonehip of.a devoted wife, and the filial 
affection of his children rendered the 
old-style southern home a haven from 
the cares and burdens of professional 
life and public service, 

The distinguished jurist lingers at the 
hither side of the river before crossing 
to his last rest. Already he is mourned, 
for his friends are realising that they 
will see him no more as he once was, 
in the vigor of a. splendid intellect and 
the charm of a manly and noble bearing.

CORPS of hydrographers connested 
with the. division of hydrography 
of the United States geological sur- 
vey are now in Georgia investigating the 
water resources of the state. [ft is more 
than probable that their work will have 
the practical effect of the further de- 
velopment and harnessing of the vast 
unused water power of the state. 

In the state of Georgia systematic 
studies of the flow of the rivers in the 
following drainage basins are 
made: Chattahoochee, Altamaha, Savan- 
nah, Ogeechee and streams tributary to 
the Alabama. Regular gauging stations 
are being maintained at thirty-five st- 
tions, and sufficient data has been col- 
lected at most of these points to deter- 
mine what conditions may be expected in 
their respective localities, thus’ giving 
definite information to* those who contem- 
plate developing power. This work is 
being gradually extended from year tou 
year, and eventually records of flow will 
be available for all streams in Georgi:. 

Utilizing Water Power. 

The evidences are numerous that the 
present century is to be marked by a 
larger utilization of power from running 
streams all over the country. The won- 
derful development which has been tak- 
ing place in the south in the last decade 
has awakened a lively interest in the 
power possibilities of the streams of this 
region. In fact, to the utilization of th'e 
potentiality is attributable the recent in- 
auguration of many. of he largest manu- 
facturing enterprises. 

In a large measure, the progress of 
the east and south has been advanced by 
the careful and painstaking efforts of 
the hydrographic branch of the United 
States geological survey, which, working 
either in cooperation with state govern- 
ments or alone, has surveyed and mapped 
hundreds of rivers and for a term of 
years has kept accurate records of their 
fluctuations and flow. 

Water power in the west for many 
years has been the prevailing force to 
turn the wheels of industry. Mostly it 
has been applied directly, seldom being 
utilized at any great distance from .its 
source. 

The engineers of the reclamation sery- 
ice, now engaged upon the construction of 
immense irrigation works in thirteen 
states and three territories are evolv- 
ing plans which, when completed, will 
make available hundreds of thousands of 
horse power. By means of modern in- 


to put in movement electrical generat- 
ing machinery, and the power thus de- 
rived can be distributed over many square 
miles of territory in all directions from 
the central power sourcc. 

One of the important features of tie 
hydrographic work of ihe geological sur- 
vey is the making of river surveys. These 
surveys consist, first, in running a line 
of levels along the river, by which the 
elevation of sufficient points are deter- 
mined to develop a profile, which shows 
the slope between various points; second, 
in making a map, which gives the gen- 
eral direction of the river, the character 
of the banks, the location of shoals and 
other important features. From these 
surveys engineers and others can deter- 
mine the points along the river where 
power ean be developed, and in connec- 
tion with the data in -segard to flow, 
estimates and plans can be made. 

These studies have an important bear- 
ing upon the development of the various 
portions of the country, as they: call at- 
tention to undeveloped possibilities which 
it would. be impossible for private pa.-- 
ties to locate, During 1903 surveys were 
made of several of the important rivers 
in Tennessee, Georgia, Alabama; South 
Carolina and North Carolina, as shown 
by the following list. The results of 
these survé¥s were published in the Unit- 
ed States geological survey water supply 
paper, No. [t5:

I would like to appeal 
to such of those as did not reduce their 
acreage in the first instance (if suctr 
. there he); to do so now. It is not yet too 
late. The splenflid lands of middle and 
south Georgia, where this condition: is 
reported’ to largely obtain, would yet 
make abundant peas and other forage 
crops, and in most places fine corn. This 
is another opportunity, presented by 
providence, by reason of the heayy and 
continuous rain, of which farmers in 
those sections can yet avail themselves. 
Can ] not..persuade you to fall in line 
now, and by your efforts enhance the 
value of the south’s great crop? I would 
not ask any one individual to do this, :f 
it was not best for him, and did not rest 
on sound business principles. Our 10, 
000,000 bale crop of 1903-04 brought 
more than- our present crop of pruspec- 
tively 
which places us in the attitude of making 
and tendering to the cotten consuming 
world 4,000,000 bales gratis. Shall we 
again do this? Is it business, and is it 
just to ourselves to be thus generous? 
It virtually places us in the position of 
raising three bales where we should 
raise but two, or producing one bale for 
nothing. We are so generous that we

SUGAR THE PATRON SAINT. 

I¢ seems that the root of all the evil 
has been too much sugar. The ‘sweet 
staple is to Hawaii what coal is to 
Pennsylvania, or lumber is to Washing- 
ton. After annexation, prices were good 
and the islanders went sugar mad. In- 
side of eighteeen months they raised 
$40,000,000 for, plantation investment— 
$40,000,000 from a community where 
there are less than 8,000 white people. 
Where is the town in the United States, 
or in the world, for that matter, that 
ean equal such a record? Men, women 
and children took stock to the limit of 
their means and credit. The game was 
played by all hands to a stand still. 
Sugar was the patron saint of the whole 
population. Then prices fell and Hono- 
lulu went into mourning. 

If there is anything» which is morally 
certain, it is that the price of- sugar 
will fluctuate. Its rise and fall is as 
sure as the coming of the wet and dry 
seasons, but for all this the speculators 
went at it biliné, and the limb broke 
under hundreds of them. Six of the 
big companies failed and their stocks 
went by the board with a crash. The 
rest have weathered the storm and the 
tardy advance in prices is bringing them 
slowly back to the dividend paying bas- 
is. Although Honolulu has been hard 
hit I do not know of another place in 
the world thai, under similar circum- 
stances, would have met the decline so 
bravely, or got off so easily, 

In aadition to the low price of sugar 
several other tunings have concurred to 
make the situation worse. The tourist 
trade was just arriving at good propor- 
tions when the plague broke out, and 
the easy-going, free-spending American 
rover checked his baggage through and 
took his coveted dollars elsewhere. For 
a.tim ethe through liners to the Orient 
would not even send a smal! boat ashore 
in Honolulu. This, of course, deprived 
the place of much revenue.

The rare old Royal 
Hawaiian hotel, which was so prosper- 
ous in the days of the monarchy, has 
just been sold at sheriff’s sale for the 
same reason. The Alexander Young ho- 
tel, which is doubtless the most remark- 
able structure ever built in an out-of- 
the-way locality like this, is having 6 
lively tussle with the inevitable, 

Alexander Young is’ one of the island's 
richest sugar planters. At a cost of over 
$1,000,000 he hag constructed fn the 
heart of Honolulu a modern, six-story, 
fire-proof hotel. Between the two eix- 
story ends of this splendid building is a 
roof garden capable or seating 2,500 peo- 
ple. The floor space of this garden & 
one-third of an acre in extent. It has 
banquet halls, ball rooms, and all the 
furnishings and equipment of our most 
modern American establishments. He 
even has in own farm in the suburbs to 
provide provisiorfs for the hostelry. This 
is certainly a monument to 
Mr. Youne’s faith In the future of his fs- 
land home, but in all like@lihood he will 
have to wait a long time before he real- 
izes wpon his unusual investment. 

IDEAL RESORT FOR TOURISTS. 

In this connection it is only fair to say 
that the Hawaiian islands are an ideal 
resort for tourists. If the hotels do nat 
proeper eventually, it won't be because 
they are not deserving. An outbreak of 
the plague which occurred years ago 
should not scare the wits out of the peo- 
ple for a generation. Havana was a pest 
hole of yellow fever for centuries, but 
people can go there now with perfect safe- 
ty. And Hawaii fs safer than Cuba, Ja- 
maica or any of the West Indian islands, 
The steamers running to it are as large 
as those in: any tourist service in the 
world. The hotel accommodations are 
certainly mot surpassed anywhere. 

There are no fogs or hurricanes or 
malaria. The forests have NO, wild beasts 
and there are no snakes or poisonous 
insects in the jungles. There ie a real live

STATISTICS WORTH ENOWING.

From Honolulu to Yokohama it is 3,445 
miles, from Manila to Honolulu it is 
4,700 miles. The total area of the seveh 
principal islands of the Hawalian group 
is 6,449 miles, and their total population 
is 154,000. The names of the isiands 
given in the order of their size, are:

John Wannamaker has given to the 
Young Men's Christian association $100,- 
000 for buildings at Pekin, Seoul and Ky- 
oto. The announcement was made at 
the dinner, marking the close of the Y. 
M. C. A. international congress at Paris. 
The gift supplements similar ones by 
Mr. Wanamaker for building at Calout- 
ta and Madras. Following close upon 
Mr. Wanamaker’s gift to the Young 
Mien’s Ohristian association for build- 
ings in China, Korea and Japan, came 
that $f James Stokes, who, on May 2, 
told the St, Petersburg delegation to 
the Young Men’s Christian association 
conference at Paris that he would pro- 
vide and equip a building on one of the 
principal streets of St. Petersburg for 
the Young Men’s Christian association. 
The St. Peteraburg branch, originally or- 
ganized by Mr. Stokes, has a member- 
ship of over 1,000. The czarina is 
among its patrons, and many prominent 
Russians, among them Prince Hilkoff, 
minister of railways, and Prince Ojlden- 
burg, are members. It is supposed that 
the building will cost about $75,000. Mr. 
Stokes has already made similar gifts 
to the association at Rome and Paris, 
and to the French branch of the New 
York association. 

The mikado, it is stated in the Tokyo 
dispatch of May 5, has notified United 
States Minister Griscom of his intention 
to donate $5,000 to the army branch of 
the association. 


There has been organized the Southern 
California Floating Christian Endeavor 
Asgociation, whose first work will be to 
establish a seamen’s bethel at San Diego, 
to consist of a coffee club, reading room, 
chapel and men’s hotel. California is in 
earnest for the sailors. 


Senator Dubois, of Idaho, in his ad- 
dress before the Mothers’ congress, de- 


clared that the Mormons control Utah, 
bold the balance of power in Idaho and 
Wyoming, and are gaining great power 
in Oregon and Nevada. 


Only thirty-six Vermont towns and 
cities voted for license this year, against 
fcrty-esix last year, and still more the) 
year before last. Last November, New 
Hampshire reduced her license towns 
from fifty-eight to forty-seven—a prohibi- 
tion gain of 39,000 votes.

A Protestant Cathedral. 

The Evangelical cathedral was conse- 
crated in Berlin on February 27. It has 
been fourteen years in building, and is 
341 in length, with a cupola or dome 
$325 feet in height. The consecration 
service was simple but impressive, and 
was enriched with wonderful music, The 
nave was’ filled with hundreds of well- 
known personalities clad in scarlet and 
gold, blue and black, wkite and yellow, 
and many other color combinations. The 
emperor and empress, with Prince Ar- 
thur of Connaught, Crown Prince Fred- 
erick of Denmark, and many princes and 
princesses of the German states sat in 
the gallery opposite the altar. There 
were rows on rows of officials of state, 
diplomats and foreign clergy. The spe- 
clally fMvitead foreign clergy included 
Bishop Boyd Garpenter, of England, 
Scandinavian preachers with white ruffs 
around their necks, and Swiss ministers 
with lawn cravats over black cassocks. 


The American clergy present were Pro- 


fessor Francis Brown, of Union Theolog- 
ical seminary; the Rev. Dr. J. H, Prugh, 
pastor of the Grace Reformed church 
of this city, the Rev. J. J. Heischman, 
pastor of St. James’ Evengelical Luthe- 
ran church, Brooklyn, and Rev. Dr. 
Dickie, pastor of the American church 
in Bern. One quiet figure for whom 
the emperor had caused a special place 
to be reserved was Dr, Luther of the 
Berlin health department, one of the 
last survivors of Martin Luther's race. 
Dr. Drysander made the dedicatory ad- 
dress, which was distinctly heard in the 
farthest seat. He alluded to the pres- 
ence of Protestant delegates from other 
countries and to a message received from 
the American clergy which, he said, tes- 
tified to the spiritual unity of Protestants 
throughout the world. He also stated 
that it is the emperor's desire that this 
cathedral shall be the center of the 
world of Protestantism and that the Ger- 
man emperor shall in a general sense be 
the protector of the faith! This is quite 
in keeping with the German emperor's 
ambition, but the day for royal protec- 
tion of the faith is gone. 


Shakespeare Commemoration Week. 
(Lady Henry Somerset's London Letter.) 
‘The Shakespeare commemoration week 
is about to begin at Stratford-on-Avon, 
and the vexed question as to what is to 
be the great Shakespeare rial in 
England is before the public. It has, I 
believe, been finally decidd that the best 
site procurable in London is to be ob- 
tained, and that a statue is to be erected. 
Foreign sculptors are invited to com- 
pete. It was Damas who said, “Shakes- 
peare hen infinitely more than the greatest 
af «6 dramitiets,’"’ and decianed that 
“Shakespeare holds the second place in 
the universe. After God,'5 said Dumas, 
“Shakespeare has created most.”

LI. human beings have in them, 
through the fact of their very ex- 
astence andthe superior will of 
which they are the result, a certain quan- 
tity of obsture and powerful tendencies 
that in general spring from a good root, 
and which we call instincts. But these 
instinets are liable to be disturbed, t» 
deviate and to become corrupt... 

Wine turns to vinegar and food be- 
comes poison through fermentation. The 
good and natural instincts of man may, 
turn into unhealthy and destructive in- 
stincts, and may be directed in the cun- 
trary direction of their origin&] purpdse. 
For instauce, in everything. around us 
we see a iendencf to grow, and it might 
be said that it is the duty of human be- 
ings to grow and increase, to move in 
the direction of that which is as yet only 
faintly outlined in them. Is not that 
their duty and their fate? 

In short we do not possess a being; it 
ls a mistake to say that we are. ‘We 
are nof, but we become. We become 
because we are constantly in a state of 
transfofmation. The torrent of life that 
is in us never stops for h single moment. 
To become is the law of mankind. 

Therefore, to preach to man a moralty 
tliat consists in stopping still, in not gro- 
ing forward, in not hoping, in being con- 
tent with the “statu quo;"’ to teach him 
a morality of sufficlency or resignation 
(for there is a wrong: resignation just a+ 
there is a right resignation), to teach h'm 
a morality of stagnation and of immobil- 
it}, would be to preach suicide to him. 

Every human creature who gives up 
the carrying ouf of his fate, who refuses 
to move in the direction that nature 
and the Divine Will have, so to speak, 
mdrked out in his very being, commits 
suicide. Now, every being who commits 
suicide in that fashion resists directly 
by an act of his own restricted will 
the Eternal Will, from which he has 
sprung, and puts himself in a state of 
revolt. 

Therefore, let us have aspirations, and. 
in the education of our children, let us 
develop a ferment, not only of enthust- 
asm, but, I would even say, of ambi- 
tion. | 

That word is ill-sounding, because ambi- 


}tion is too often misplaced; but a being 


without amBition is a being without dig- 
nity. AmbBitfn comes from the Latin 
word “ambire,"”’ which means to turn 
around. We should have a great and 


; noble AntSition. A man without ambition 
iis not half a man. 

If the acorn tnat lies under the dead 
leaves, enveloped in its slight covering of 
earth, if.that acorn, as it begins® to 
throw out Its first and small root, wer 
able to think, we would find in it and in 


\if8 obscure germination a splendid ambi- 


tion of becoming an oak, that magnifi 
cent tree of which it is the germ. 

Thus, the man who is only the begin- 
ning of a man, the child environed by 
the humble and modest shadows of its 
orig fh, is in our eyes like 
germ. 

By the natural impulse that -moves it 


| to the accomplishment of its fate, by the 


unconscious evolution of its splendid fac- 


, ulties, the child carries in its being the 


whole of its future, and it is only legiti- 
mate ambition to push forward toward 
that future. Later on, when he has be- 
come consclous of himself, able to look 
On and admire, the best and the -most 
frum fut of the ffbers that we should seek 
to make vibrate in his soul is the cone 
sciousness of the height, the nobility of 
moral beauty. 

Happy is he who, in his surroundings, 
can find some one whom’he can franxlv 
ard simply admire; happy is he who can 


‘become a disciple full of veneration, for 


if in every child’s soul there is a fault. 
finder who resists, there is also a discip‘e 
Who only asks to bow down, if the prop- 
er occasion presents itself. The man 
who in His youth has met with men or 
‘women who have inspired him with 
trfist and admiration has felt the germ 
of his Rumanity revived and enlivened 
by that rafTance that emanates. from 
characters that are already formed. 

Among the living, among the dedd, 
among the heroes of history, among those 
Who ar® réaNy gréat, there are people 
who are capable of awakening and 
Bringing out all that is best in youth. 

Every Child a Hero. 

There is the seed of a hero in every 
child, and sOmetimes in the most refrac- 
tory, those who are looked upon as un- 
governable, there is originality, power, a 
particular vein that, if well cultivated, 
may give birth to a magnificent develop- 
ment. Let us not repress in our children 
a fine and noble ambition; let us rather 
nourish their soul with a heroic radiance. 

Is it not thus that Christianity was first 
put into practice? A living, example, a 
Master inspired men and said to them: 
“Follow Me,’’ and for centuries past he 
has been walking before us, so great that 
He is above all human greatness, and so 
simple that He is at the leve] of the 
most humble heads. To numberless 
souls He has taught; He has inculcated 
firmness, couraige, generosity, the spirit 
ef sacrifice unto death, love that knows 
no limit. 

We are, therefore, on the right road 
when we say that every one of us should 
obey that instinct that impels us to grow 
to come out of the state in which we 
are and to rise still higher. 

But that instinct may turn, as the 
best wine may turn to vinegar. Then, 
what becomes of it? In the first place, 
it becomes that ludicrous and meaning- 
less thing that ig called vainglory, that 
is content with the outward signs of 
worth, but is careless of inner reality. 

There have always existed men _ to 
whom it suffices that they should carry 
in their garments or display in their 
homes, in a certain number of outward 
signs, the superficial label of dignity. As 
long as they have that decorum the re- 
maigger matters little to them. 

We must recognize that as long as, 
man remains in that childish condition 
which borders upon the mentality of the 
savage who prefers brilliancy to value 
he is.not dangerous, or at least he is only 
dangerous to himself by the ridicule that 
he brings upon himself, by the vanity 
with which he is content. 

It is always a misfortune for a man to 
lyve upon hollow food, but it is not dan- 
gerous to others. The poor fellow may 
even have a very good disposition. So 
long as the outward signs of his dignity 
are not questioned, he is happy; the only 
misfortune he dreads is that a skeptic 
should try to find out what is beneath 
the label that he carries and should dis- 
cover the contradiction between his emp- 
tiness and his titles. 

One day—in the time of the old Roman 
empire—a citizen imbued with that love 
of superficial distinction proclaimed with 
great pride and complaceticy that the 
emperor had appointed him governor of 
a province. The crowd around him ¢gaz- 
ed his as though; he had suddenly become

There are posi- 
tively a number of people whose minds 
work very imperfectly, for otherwise how 
could they suppose, with so much can- 
dor, that a man who, through a series of | 
exterior circumstances, becomes a pre- 
fect, minister, deputy or the owner of 
great property, should at the same mo- 
ment become capable of filing these of- 
fices or managing that property? 

Every Gay wt sifow proofs of confi- 
dence; we intrust the care of our 
health, our interests, the education of 
our chiidten to people whose only rec- 
Ommendation is a diplom,a a title, or 
even merely a costume, When will we 
come to realize that there is an im- 
mense distance between the owtward 
form of dignity, between the label of 
ability and the real presence of that 
dignity or That ability? 

No garment that we may wear, wheth- 
er clerical or civil; no crown that may 
rest on our heads, no scepter that we 
may hold in our hand, no title that 
may be bestowed upon us, can trans- 
form our soul. A soul that aspires to 
true greatness, that thirsts for rea! truth, 
must not stop at vaingloriousness or 
| mistage the shadéw for the substance. 

For instance, in the education of our 
it is very dangerous to mis- 
take the legitimate ambition that every 
young béIng should possess, for a desire 
to be the first and to be distinguished 
from its fellows or to carry certain !h- 
Signias that show that he is not like the 
others. If we love our children, we 
should react in our. families and schools 
against the abuse that is made of out- 
ward disfifittions. ‘They are doubtful 
factors “y which education is perverted. 

Yet that ig not the most dangerou, 
region. The erring instinct is espécially 
harmful when we find it animating the 
“arrivistes.”” The “arriviste’’ 
is a positive man—he does not look for 
signs, but only at the object he has in 
view; he sees his purpose, and between 
that purpose and himself there are men. 
and he must trample on the men to at- 
tain that purpose; or else use them, or 
transtorm them into a carpet for his feet 
or into stones for his pedestal. The “ar- 
riviste’’ fias a particular way of exercis- 
ing the insfinct of greatness. He wishes 
to rise above his fellow-men so asa to 
command them, according to Christ's 
words: “They that exercise authority 
ovef them.” The “‘arriviste’ is an tdol- 
ator whose idol is self—he labors to bring 
forth a god. For the time being, that 
divinity, according to the comparison cf 
the old poet, is, perhaps, only a piece 
of wood which may become either a 
basin or a god. But the “arriviste’’ 
works and makes others work with ar- 
dor, so that the wood of which he is 
built shouwld take upon itself the form 
of a god. 

No scruples hinder him. That is the 
dangerous side of “arrivisme,’’ the side 
whereby it is oposed to real progress. 

The ferocious ins®@inct that is. demon- 
strated in different ways in the varied 
ephere where it exists, which makes a 
man desirous of exercising author‘ty 
over others, that instinct has perverted 
the ‘whole of hfstory from its beginning 
up to this day, and continues unceasingly 
to warp it, for it is the greatest enemy 
of justice, of kindness, of equity and of 
progress. 

The man who monopolises for himself 
the future of mankind, who uses other 
men as mere instruments to his glory. 
and as mere subjects of his power; ‘he 
man Who wishes to reign is as a stone 
éucumbering the road toward improve- 
ment, whether he wishes to exercise au- 
thority over crowds or over a few, or 
even. only one person. 

Misfortunes of all kinds arise from 
that propensity to domination. It is the 
cause of hindrance in the development 
of the work of mankind. Wherever two 
men meet together, # that evil epirit 
animates them, a struggle for power be- 
gins between them. Bven in that close 
association that we call marriage we, 
find that fatal error which consists in 
believing that, to attain a Pppy re- 
sult, one must domineer over the other. 
That idea is forever disturbing social 
relations. There are eome minds that 
are only at rest when their will has been 
carried out. They apply to their own 
advantage the words of Christ when He 
says: “Thou wilt be My friend, if thou 
doest My will.” They always seem to 
be saying: “So far we agree very weil, 
but teke care, the first time you open 
your mouth to express the slightest and 
most reasonable objection, we will no 
honger be friends, for our objection or 
even advice is regarded by us as an of- 
fense against our high dignity.” 

This poisonous spirit of domimation 
eprings forth as the very outset of life. 
It often imperils our youth. When chil- 
dren play together there are always some 
who are not satisfied until the others 
give way to their caprice or obstinacy. 
They cannot play on a democratic foot- 
ing wherein each one is acknowledged 
to be the equal of the other, and they 
cannot accept for thelr own selves that 
tendency to equality that exists between 
little boys and little girls. No, they are 
‘kings—they muet govern. The gate they 


propose must be chosen, or else they 
‘will not play. ae a ee

For if the auto- 
eratic supirit hae so much power in 
this world, # is not because of any 
special virtue that it possesses, but be- 
cause of the cowardice of men who not 
only put up with it and toler ate it, but 
even acclaim it and bear it on their 
shields. w many slaves to powcr 
there are to be found in the crowd of 

humanity! - 

We bow down to tife power of wealth 
without inquiring whether there ie hon- 
esty behind those riches; we bow down 
to the political power of a man who 
knows how to make use of other men 
and who has acquired over them 4 
peculiar authority, we bow down be- 
fore him without asking by what means 
he has attained his influence, whether 
his authority proceeds from a clear con- 
science, from his inner and true worth, 
or only from the absence of scruples and 
that peculiar skill that recalls the ser- 
pent and the fox. 

It has been said, with great critical 
wisdom, that natione have the form of 
government they deserve. According to 
this law, we have among us the great- 
nesses that we merit, for it is we who 
make them, who acredit them. It is we 
who, united together as a docile wall in 
the stones of their pedestal, bear with 
this greatness which one movement of 
independence could so easily overthrow. 
There are come poor women who have 
a kind of awed admiration for the man 
who beats them. When one considers 
the unlimited credit that has been en- 
joyed among mankind by certain de- 
stroyers of men, when one. considers the 
credit they have enjoyed, not ony in 
their lifetime, but even after their death, 
by a curious revival of their memory, 
one is obliged to think that mankind 
sometimes behaves like the poor woman 
who. worships the husband who ill-treats 
her. Brutality is looked upon as a sign 
of strength; the contempt of others is 
held to be superiority and almost a proof 
of the right to domineer. 

By one “&venging word Christ destroys 
the factitious and ridiculous greatness of 
vanity, brands the sanguinary crimes of 
domination by the strength of the sword, 
the blasphemy. of spiritual domination 
over men’s souls, and with one gesture 
that shows a part of the amighty power 
of eternal truth. He says: “But ye shall 
not be so’’—that is to say, if you are 
men, if you feel what a wonderful being 
you are, if sometimes when brushing 
away the superficial dust you see the 
sign of God shining on the metal of your 
soul; if you know of what gold you are 
made, if you know what divine pride 
should exist within a man and what a 
sentiment of deep-seated dignity should 
be buried in the roots of his life; if you 
are my disciples, if you have a little 
goodness as well as a little pride, then 
“Ye shall not be pee It could pot be, 
for you know what ie frue greatness. 
That greatness is not in outward and 
superficial signs, in titles, in the hier- 
archica] insignias. It does not bow dqwn 
before a label, but before the very es- 
sence itself of things. 

No spirit has penttrated so deeply to 
the-bottom of life as has the spirit of 
the gospels. It is 4 formidable spirit of 
euperficia] yanities and pretensions be- 
hind which there is emptiness. It is a 
spirit that is essentially hostile ‘to the 
broad and boastful frontages behind 
which there is no building; it is the spirit 
of high equality «for there is an equality 
and a leveling in abjection), but it is 
the spirit of high equality of souls be- 
tore God. And in that spirit which it is 
so difficult to spread abroad, because of 
the baseness, the Dlindness and the in- 
credulity of men there is all the power 
of the future. 

Nothing is so great as simplicity that 
recognizes only that which is soliid, that 
behind every word—whatever may be its 
adornment—looks for its true meaning, 
scrutinizes the sincerity of the soul; that 
under the garments in which convention- 
ality or caste, worldly position or even 
great posAion have clothed a man seeks 
for the heart and pierces through to its 
very marrow. 

Before that spirit there is no respect 
of persons. Shorn of all superficial 
adornment, we appear at its bar in our 
pure humanity, just as we are, to be 
weighed in the true scajes. Oh, I admit 
that it is a destroying and terrible spirit 
to superficiality, and those who have 
reason to fear it hold it in abhorrence, 


and nourishing spirit that forrms disciples 
who can stand upright; it is a fortifying 
spirit that makes a convinced and de- 
termined man become an _ irreducible 
post against which the world is shat- 
tered, because that man has become a 
conscience. He las a high mandate that 
has come to him from beyond the sun 
and the stars, the mandate of truth it- 
self, of divine justice. 

My rethren, this is a doctrine that in- 
duces us to bring a high soul into our 
apparently small task when we serve, 
and to bring a humble soul into our ap- 
parently great task when we command. 
That is a doctrine that Christ has im- 
pregnated at each step of His life and 
which is the clearest sign of His disci- 
ples. That doctrine has been well ex- 
pressed, for ingtance, by the great Luth- 
er, when he preached his magnificent 
gospel to the nations, and resumed it 
he these words: “A Christian is a free 
lord disposing of all things—a Christian 
is a servant submissive in all things.’’ 

That spirit is the antipodes of the old 
barbarous autocracy.. 
vy That is the spirit, not servile or obse- 
quious, but enamored of free obedience 
ee Lens servitude, that we mes

Commentary on the International Sunday-School Lesson 


The quadropede desciption of the cruci- | 
fixion is a literary marvel. Though a 
circumstance of transcendent importance, 
the narrative of it is surprisingly con- 
densed. There is no spinnig out of de- 
tails, no obtgusion of the personal opin- 
longs and sentiments of the narra‘ors 
Here is a suggestion of how we our- 
selves should approach Calvary. It 
ig mot a theme for volubiiity. There 
should be no striving to magnify its pain- 
ful horrors, or to compare the physica! 
sufferings of its: victim with those of 
others. A spiritual interpretation is the 
thing desirable. <A personal appropria- 
tion by faith Is great riches. 

We first have the numbering of Jesus 
With transgressors. He was crucified be- 
tween the malefactors, the insurgent rob- 
bers and murderers. He who could chal- 
lenge the world to impeach hig sinless- 
ness, was “made sin."" He was put w 
the extremity of a convicted felon. With 
the shedding of His biocod begins His 
mediatorial prayer, “Father, forgive 
them.” The “inventiveness of love’ finds 
& palliating circumstance in their ignor- 
ance. ‘They know not What they do.” 
The. prayer sweeps out to include, not 
the “coarse executioners ajone, but the 
cunning conspirators whe use em as 
their fools. It is enough to brand it with 
infamy, that destroying vice of gambling, 
that it obtruded@ itself at the crucifixion. 
The soldiera threw dice to determine 
which’ should have the most valuable 
garmént of tiie sufferer. They ‘chanced 
off” the seamless 

“He saved others." Unconscious, un- 
designed encomium! “Let him save Him- 
self!’’ Last recurrence of the wilderness 
temptation? That which is a literal pos- 
sibility is a moral impossibility. Except 
He stay upon the cross He can not bs a 
Savior. If He remains not, he can not 
utter that ineffable cry,.‘‘It is finished!’’ 
—“th® work the Father gave Me to do."’ 
Keener than mortal pangs are the brutal] 
gibes of rulers, populace, and soldiery. 
That triple inscription may signify that 
the story of tthe cross is destined to go 
into all , Anguages. as it there appeared 
in the tongues of conquest, culture, and 
colloquy. 

The “third word” of Jesus from His 
cross is a lustrous example of filial af- 
fection. Even shame and agony of His 
crucifixion was not sufficlent to divert 
His thought from His mother or to con- 
fuse His judgment as to what would de 
the best provision for her. In touching 
and significant* terms He commended her 
to the care of His dearest friend. 


The sovereign power of redeeming love! 


has a splendid exemplification even in 
the deepening gloom of Calvary. As the 
hours wear away, the innocence, the Di- 
vinity of his fellow sufferer dawns upon 
the mind ‘of the malefactor. It pains 
him to hear the continued ratiing of 
bis comrade in crime. He chides him, 
reminding him of the justness of their 
condemnation, and affirming fhe gullt- 
lessness Of Jesus. To eye of faith there 
opens to him a blissful vista beyond 
the chasm of death. He reeognizes the 
sufferer, spite of Hig marred visage as 
monarch of that realm. In the strength 
of a belief that prompts to action, he 
joins his fortunes irrevocably with those 
of the crucified Nazarene, and entreats 
recognition when He comes to the regal] 
splendors of His coronation. What 
Jesus did then, He has been doing ever 
since. He opened paradise to a penitent. 
But His obedience unto death, even the 
death of the cross, was the key, and the 
only one, to unlock that paradise. 

Nature, as if become sentient on ac 
count of the incomparable tragedy now 
enacting, drapes herself in a veil of im. 
péntrable blackness. In that darkness, 
the seventh word from the ¢ross is heard. 
The Son, having drunk to its dregs ths 
cup the Father had given Him, now, in 
the very hour and article of. death, con. 
fidently commends His soul to that 
Father.

Pifate’s ironicaj inscription had a germ 
of truth ip it. Jesug ig King. His do- 
minion is wider than the most ambitious 
Caesar ever dreamed of. 

What was a taunt to the Jews was a 
tribute to Jesus. Pilate would fain ac- 
knowledge Him a kingly spirit, of whom 
the ge werg not worthy. To this cov- 
ered gy of the -procurator the dying 
thief added his ‘““Thy kingdom.” 


The Cross is ever 3 divisive—once sepa- 


rated a believer from an unbeliever. It 
does so yet wherever it is preached. Peo- 
ple range themselves in two classes. The 
cross is the divisor. 


A study of Calvary reveals the intensive 

forcefulness of the expression, “Crucify 
the Son of God afresh.” Indifference, 
unbelief and apostasy are doing this 
daily. 


It is ‘jnebeccievahie that the spirit of 
Jesus, just mingled with common aif, 
was dissipated and lost, as to iis identity, 
when He breathed It forth. He commend- 
ed it as an inconeeivably precious thing 
te the care of a persona] God, the Father 
of Spirits. 


The Lord of Life helped the dying 
penitent at his side to stand the shock 
of dissolution by the assurance of a per- 
petuation of conscious life beyond, and an 
immediate entrance to Paradise, 


When Jesus entered Paradise it was in 
company with an executed criminal. This 
trophy of His redeeming love, this evi- 
dence of the power of His cross, He 
presented to all the intelligences of the 
sky. 


The procession to the cross was the 
most pitiful earth has ever seen. The 
centurion rode in advance. The guard 
Was memnerous enough to make rescue of 
the prisoners impossible. The condemned 
had boards daubed with gypsum hung 
about their necks. on which was record 
of their crimes in biack letters. In the 
rear came the slaves carrying refresh- 
ments for the soldiers, besides the nails, 
hanwmers and ropes necessary for the ex~- 
ecution. Following all was such an un- 
savory crowd as a public execution would 
draw in our own day. 


Golgotha is stpposed to have its name 
from the fact that it was a rounded hill- 
“top—bare, rocky, with a shining surface, 
suggesting a human skull. 


There was probably in Jerusalem, as in 
many cities of that day, a benevolent 
guild of women who sought to mitigate 
the éufferings of the condemned by ad- 
ministering anesthetics to them. As Jesus 
desired to preserve -His senses during 
the ordeal, He declined the offices of the 
agent of such a society. 


Two @ircumstances happening on the 
way to the cross are mentioned: At 


shocking death, women wept. Jesus 
turned, and as if with the siege of Jeru- 
salem in view, bade them rather weep 
for themselves and their children, 


The fainting strength of Jesus makes 
the impressing of some one to bear Hig 
cross necessary. Simon was probabiy 
not an African, as if often supposed. For 
in Cyrene, Northern Africa, there was @ 
colony of Jewg.

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endeavor to acquire. The summit of real 
greatness is reached when we serve our 
neighbors with love and with the deep 
consciousness of collaborating with the 
Divine action itself. 

The office of a servant is the very 
work of God. 

Those who study nature in its sound- 
ness and its magnificence perceive in it 
a spirit to which nothing is worthy of 
neglect that despises nothing, an activity 
that serves with gladness and with in- 
telligence in all the smallest circum- 
stances that arise in the economy of uni- 
versal life.

Ah! Of all heresies, whatever they 
may be, whatever may be the object, to 
which they belohg, of all heresies the 
most fatal is that which despises man 
for his work, when that work is useful 
but hursblie. 

There is no greater, no more harmful, 
no more destructive social error, there 
is no more radical infection of human 
mentality and of public spirit than that 
which arises from that polsoned spring 
whereof we sometimes nourish our chil- 
dren, when we tell] them that there is 
some kind of work that is not only hu- 
miliating, but also dishonoring.
